Prominent Financiers in on Big Deal and Policy of 


Expansion Is Started—Loew Crowd in 
Control—New Million-Dollar Thea- 
ter for New York 


New York, Nov. 3.—New York is 
to have a new million-dollar theater, 
roof garden and office building, ac- 
cording to announcement made last 
week. It is to be built by the Marcus 
Loew Realty Corporation and will be 
located at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Forty-fifth street, on 
the present site of the New York and 
Criterion theaters, 


This is one of the developments fol- 
lowing the reorganization of Loew's 
Theatrical Enterprises, Inc., into 
Loew, Inc., and is in line with the pol- 
icy of expansion instituted by the new 
organization. 


Plans for the new playhouse have 
already been filed with the Building 
Bureau. Thos. W. Lamb is the archi- 
tect and he was told to spare neither 
pains nor expense to design one of the 
most beautiful theaters in the city. 
The plans cal] for the construction of 
a theater seating 3,186 people, a six- 
teen-story office building and a roof 
garden with a seating capacity of 
1,500. The first and second floors of 
the building will be let as stores and 
the remaining floors as offices. The 
building will have a 120-foot front and 
a depth of 186 feet. The orchestra 
floor of the theater is to seat 1,858. 
There will be one large balcony seat- 
ing 1,208, with room for 120 more 
in the loge boxes. 


No date for the opening of this 
theater has been announced by Mr. 
Loew, but it is expected that con- 
struction will begin soon and the 
building will be completed as quickly 
as possible. 

The formal passing of Loew's The- 
atrical Enterprises, Inc., took place 
Thursday when contracts were signed 
passing over the control of all the 
Loew theaters in the United States and 
Canada to Loew, Inc. This move had 
been expected for some time and now 
that it is a fact the company will im- 
mediately begin to expand the circuit. 

The control of the Board of Di- 
rectors remains in the hands of Mar- 
cus Loew and his associates. The 
added members are known in Wall 
Street as J. P. Morgan men. A promi- 
nent man in the financial district told 
The Billboard man that while none of 
the parties is in the Morgan firm, they 
are all friends of the Morgan partners. 
The Board of Directors of Loew, Inc., 
is as follows: Marcus Loew, president 
of the Loew, Inc.; David Bernstein, 


treasurer of Loew's Theatrical Enter- 
prises; ©. E. Danforth, of Von Ems 
burgh & Atterbury; W. C. Durant, 
president of General Motors Corpora- 
tion; Harvey D. Gibson, president of 
the Liberty National Bank, New York; 
Joseph Knapp, president of The Amer- 
ican Lithograph Company; David L. 
Loew, of Loew's Theatrical Enter- 
prises; James H. Perkins, of Mont- 
gomery & Company, New York; Daniel 
E. Pomeroy, vice-president of the 
Bankers’ Trust Company, New York; 
N. M. Schenck, secretary of Loew's 
Theatrical Enterprises, and Lee Shu- 
bert, president of Sam S. and Lee Shu- 
bert, Inc. Arthur M. Loew is secretary 
to the Board of Directors. 

The same policy is expected to pre- 
vail’ in the Loew theaters as in the 
past. Marcus Loew and his executive 
staff will remain in the same positions 
they held before. In a statement sent 
out by the new company, the earnings 
of Loew's Theatrical Enterprises for 
the year ending last August are said 


to have been $1,119,740 after all taxes 
were paid. According to the com- 
pany’s estimate the net earnings for 
the next two fiscal years will be $3,- 
000,000 and $3,900,000 respectively. 

The shares of Loew, Inc., are issued 
without par value and are being traded 
in now onthecurb market. Yesterday 
11,600 shares were bought and sold. 
The high quotation was 35, the low 
34% and the last quotation 34%. A 
stockholder in Loew’s Theatrical] En- 
terprises told a Billboard reporter that 
the shares of the original company 
were absorbed on a basis of par value 
($100) for each share and eight shares 
of Loew, Inc., stock as a bonus. 

The first activities of the new com- 
pany announced are the acquisition of 
several new theaters. The Francais 
Theatre in Montreal has been pur- 
chased, as has also the Brevoort Thea- 
ter, Brooklyn. The Brevoort, which 
ig close to the Fulton Theater, Brook- 
lyn, another Loew holding, begins op- 
eration today. Before the Francais 
Theatre starts it will be completely 
remodeled. It will reopen about Jan- 
uary 1, 1920. 

Loew will build another theater in 
Toronto. It will be on Yonge street 
and about three-quarters of a mile 
from the Loew Theater now operating 
there. The property was bought last 
week and building will start at once. 
This house will be the largest in Can- 
ada and will seat 3,600 people. 

The advent of Wall street money in 
small-time vaudeville has given rise 
to lots of talk here. It was said on 
Broadway that Loew, Inc., was angling 
for a Western circuit to round out its

-MILLION-DOLLAR DEAL 


Is Closed in Baltimore Whereby Whitehurst Inter- 
ests Secure Control of Motion Picture Houses— 
Louis A. DeHoff To Manage Entire Group 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 3.—Thru a 
deal consummated last Saturday night 
the Whitehurst interests, controlling 
the New Theater, the Garden Theater 
and the projected Century Theater, 
have purchased outright the Parkway 
Theater, secured control of the Mce- 
Henry Theater and bought out the 
promoters’ interests in the playhouse 
to be constructed at Park avenue and 
Lexington street. 

The deal, which involves a million 
dollars, is the largest of its kind ever 
consummated in this city, giving one 
corporation control of all the largest 
photoplay houses in Baltimore. 

The deal has been under serious 
consideration for several weeks and 
the respective interests have been 
working to bring about an agreement. 
It was not until last week, however, 
that several obstacles that had stood 
in the way were eliminated and the 


deal finally closed. C. E. Whitehurst, 
president of the enterprise, assumed 
control of the houses at once. 

For some time the Whitehurst in- 
terests have been expanding and only 
recently launched the move to erect a 
handsome photoplay house on Lexing- 
ton street, near Charles. While work 
has not yet been started on the Cen- 
tury Theater, it is understood that the 
purchase of the Parkway and other 
playhouses will not interfere with the 
construction of this amusement house, 
The Parkway has been a good paying 
investment ever since it was built, a 
few years ago, and last year, it is re- 
ported, earnings were $50,000. 

Louis A. DeHoff, present manager 
of the New Theater, will, it is under- 
stood, be general manager of the en- 
tire string of theaters now controlled 
by the Whitehurst interests in this 
city.

Chicago, Nov. 8.—The Chicago thea- 
ters are doing approximately 20 per 
cent more business this season than 
during the corresponding period last 
year, according to one of the most 
conservative authorities on the situa- 
tion in this city.

War Fund Workers in Buffalo Must 
Now Confine Effort to Lobbies 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 1.—There wil 
be no more soliciting for war fund 
from the stages of Buffalo theaters, 
according to a decision made by the 
Buffalo Theatrical Managers’ Asso- 
ciation.

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DORIS KEANE 
Speaks of Her Husband and Her Plans 


Dorie Keane, sees at her luxuriously appointed 
New York hotel] apartment, was convalescing 
frem a severe cold, contracted during her recent 
voyege from London, 

The Billboard representative had anticipated 
a few dozen questions concerning the new hus- 
band ef the hervine of ‘‘Romance,’’ but it so 
happened that the presence of that gentleman 
spoke so eloquently for himself that all specu- 
lation went for naught. 

Any mental picture one might form of Doris 
Keane’s actor-husband I'm sure would not be 

correct one. To say he is goodlooking, well- 

aunered, brilliant and a lot of other compli- 
wentary things would only be vague generalities. 

Basil Sydney is as handsome as the profile on 
a Roman coin. He is of the medium height, 
strongly built and has an intellectual face, and, 
altho only 26 years of age, there is a certain 
eubstantiality in his appearance that impresses 
one with his sterling superiority, both as to 
mental and moral attributes. 

“I don’t expect to play im America,’’ said 
Miss Keane. ‘‘] am here to produce ‘Romance’ 
in motion pictures and expect to remain six 
months. I really came over for a visit.” 

“IT have also been requested to revive this 
play,’’ continued Miss Keane, ‘‘under_ the 
Shubert management, and may do so for a short 
engagement before returning to England. 

“I played ‘Romance’ for three years and two 
months im Londons, which is the world’s record 
of runs for serious plays. 

“T ran all thru the war period.” 

“Yes, it is physically wearing to play in one 
role for such a long time,’ was Miss Keane's 
reply to the interrogative.. 

“Edward Sheldon did the greatest thing any- 
one ever did for me in writing ‘Romance.’ lt 
made my career possible,’’ she continued. 

“The play meant a great deal to the men 
from the trenches. It seemed to touch the 
soul of everyone.’’ 

Recent London periodicals commented on the 
fact that all sorts and conditions of people 
there adore Miss Keane. That she is the only 
artist who has enjoyed such an extraordinary 
following of the general public, royalty and the 
pit, that the box office line began at 3 a.m. and 
at 10 a.m. there was no seat available for her 
opening nights. Althe the doors did not open 
until 7 p.m., the crowd was #0 dense by 10 
tbat extra police bad to be called out. A four- 
hour wait in line was the regular occurrence 
during every performance of ‘‘Romance.’’ That 
her opening in ‘‘Nobody’s Widow,” by Avery 
Hopwood, was sold out solid a month before 
she opened. 

To the question did she like to act Miss Keane 
replied: ‘“‘It is my life, but having played 
‘Romance’ so long I want to see other work 
before I begin again. 

“Since my arrival in New York I have seen 
*The Jest,’ ‘Declassee’ and ‘John Ferguson.’ They 
make me proud of America! 

“I think Ethel Barrymore is 
“Declassee.’ ’’ 

Asked about her marriage, Miss Keane said: 
“Mr. Sydney was engaged to pity Tom to my 
Cavallini in ‘Romance,’ but having played my 
part so long I refused to rehearse it, and he 
was obliged to rehearse without me, and I did 
not notice him until I heard so many compli- 
mentary reports of his acting.’’ 

“Our courtship began and continued under 
most tempestuous conditions,’’ said Mr. Sydney. 
“The first evening I dined with Miss Keane 
there was an air raid, bombe were dropping and 

shrapnel came thru the skylight of Miss Keane’s 
home. It was one ef the worst nights London 
ever experienced. We tried to talk across the 
table, notwithstanding the noise. It has often 
occurred to me since how little heed we gave 
the bombardment. 

“We were married three months later, but 
practically all our meetings were during air 
raids while we waited in the theater.” 

“Mr. Sydney ts az Irishman, born in Dublin,” 
said Miss Keane. His father was an actor- 
manager in Dublin. He was with Lawrence 
Irving four years, during which time he acted 
and directed under Mr. Irving. When Ervine 
Jeft the Abbey Theater Mr. Sydney was asked 
to follow him as director. He designs, colors 
and makes the models, and plans the lighting, 
and I hepe in a few years that he will have bis 
own theater.’’ 

“I feel,’ said Mrs. Doris Keane Sydney. 
“that Mr. Sydney is destined te become one of 

the big producers ef the future. ms 


glorious in 


“In his production of ‘Romeo and Juliet’ there 
were twenty scenes, and we did the entire thing, 
one scene following another, without inter- 
mission, to special music. 

“Every London production this season has 
been influenced by Mr. Sydney's work. 

“I want to avoid any mechanical arrangement 
of our lives because of our marirage. It will 
not necessarily mean that we shall appear to- 
gether in the same production. Marriage will 
not mean a set routine for his career or mine.’’ 

“I like the country for recreation,’’ said Mise 
Keane, ‘‘and never remain in the city during 
a week-end. 


“But you have forgotten your tea,"’ sald Miss 
Keane persuasively, which resulted in quaffing 
the contents of a cup never previously indulged 
in by the interviewer, but who could resist the 
temptation?

Typhoid Fever Takes M. P. (Mike)

The stock world has recently lost one of its 
Most ardent supporters and beloved members 
in the death of M. F. (Mike) Hogan, who 
passed away at the Paragould Sanitarium, 
Paragould, Ark., recently, of typhoid fever.

Scores Emphatic Triumph 


Associated Actors and Artistes 
of America Raise Salaries 
of Grand Opera 
Choruses 


New York, Oct, 31.—Last Monday the direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan Grand Opera Company 
called all the old contracts of the chorus in, and 
issued new contracts, The old contracts were in 
Italian, and the new contracts were in English. 

The old contracts called for fifteen ($15.00) 
dollars for a period of rehearsals of ten weeks, 
and for tye balance of the season twenty-two 
and 50-100 ($22.50) dollars. 

The new contracts call for eighteen ($18) 
dollars for a period of rehearsals and thirty- five 
($35) dollars for the season. 


The Branch of the Associated Actors and 
Artistes of America, which controls and has 
jurisdiction over the Grand Opera Chorus, is 


known as the International Grand Opera Choral 
Alliance. It has been fighting this starva- 
tion rate of wages for some time, and found 
itself unable to make any headway. 

Some few weeks ago it took the matter up 
with the International Executive of the Four A's. 
Harry Mountford, who immediately set the ma- 
ehinery of the International Union, the Four 
A’s, into operation. 

With the assistance of Counselor Joseph J. 
Myere protests were lodged with the Commis- 
sioner General of Immigration against the im- 
portation into this country of choristers under 
contract to appear in operas. 

Several hearings were held on this matter, and 
many briefs presented by Counselor Myers and 
arguments advanced by Mr. Mountford. 

The opera companies from Boston, Chicago 
and New York were also represented by eminent 
counee!l, 

Matters finally reached a climax last week 
when a hearing was held by A. Caminetti, Com-

STORIES OF SUCCESS 


By WILLIAM J. HILLIAR 


NO. 2—FROM SIDE-SHOW SPIELER TO BROADWAY MANAGER 


When Jay Rial was manager of the Chicago Opera House he had in his 
employ a young fellow who, altho possessing a splendid education, had de- 
cided to start in at the bottom rung of theatricals, and, in pursuance of his 
ambition to “get into the business,” hired himse!f out to Mr. Rial as an usher. 


Born in Ottawa, Ill., our friend, after graduating from college, went to Chi- 
cago, and got his first glimpse of what the theatrical world really looked like, 


He attracted much attention from Mr. Rial, who readily foresaw in this 
well-bred young man the makings of success in shew business. 


After leaving the Chicago Opera House he obtained a position with the 
Corbett-Fitzimmons fight pictures, which were the {first pictures to go on the 
road—this was in 1896. They showed thru New England, but when they got 
to Providence, R. L., the authorities would not permit the pictures to be shown, 
and William A. Brady got sore and closed the show. 

Coming to New York he got a job scoring the riders in the six-day bicycle 
races at Madison Square Garden, which in those days was the big event of the 
metropolis. 

He then joined Corbett’s show and made his first trip to San Francisco, his 
tour being a wonderful experience, the knowledge gained therefrom still further 
determining him to take a course of hard work thru as many branches of the 
show game as was possible, so that when he graduated he felt he would be in 
a position to step into any line of theatrical endeavor. 

He went to the Omaha Exposition. and met E. W. McConnell, 
picture show, and got a job as a talker on the front of the show, finishing up 
by becoming treasurer of the Hagenbeck Show, with Frank C. Bostock 

He then became identified with “Doc” Cooney, who had started the In- 
cubator Show, and he states that if he had dreamed at the time of the won- 
derful success of this new kind of “show” he never would have left Cooney. 

In 1899 he was with Mrs. Travers and Skip Dundy Carnival Company. 
They played thru Texas and tried to stay out all winter, the whoie outfit nearly 
starving to death. Other talkers who wiil recall that winter with this show 
were George Hamilton, Hughey Thomas and his brwther, Happy Holmes, 
George Johnson and Skip Dundy 

He was at the Buffalo epabition with the Incubators, and was at Luna 
Park the opening season. 

Following the success of Luna Park, other parks were constructed in dif- 
ferent cities, and to the subject of this story was entrusted the erection of 
Incubator buildings at Dreamland, Coney island; Young’s Pier, Atlantic City: 
Chester Park, Cincinnati; White City, Chicago; Wonderland, Minneapolis, and 
On the Trail, at the Portland Exposition. 

He then went to Wonderland, at Boston, where he remained for three 
years. 

By sheer hard work and assiduous attention to business he had made a 
host of friends and had acquired such confidence in himself that, in conjunc- 
tion with George J. Smith, he took a vaudeville show to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. 
Francis Ferari had his animals down there, and there were rides of various 
descriptions, circle swing, airships, etc, and an illusion and vaudeville show. 

The outfit was short of funds and the venture did not pan out very profit- 
ably, altho they managed to remain in Brazil for eight months. 

He at one time worked for Morris with the flying lady show. Morris 
got hold of a “live” one at one time and sold the show for a fabulous sum, and 
our friend went with the sale, believing his new employer to be overburdened 
with wealth, but when he received his first pay envelope it contained $12 for the 
week’s work—so he decided to quit. 

Now came the commencement of his career proper in vaudeville, which 
during the past few years has been sensational. 

He started with Wilmer and Vincent, managing the Orpheum Theater, 
Reading, Pa. Then he went to the Colonial Theater in Norfolk, Va., for two 
years. When Mr. Keith took pussession of the Royal Theater in New York 
he looked around for a capable manager for this theater, and selected our 
friend for that important position, and Mr. Keith’s sound judgment has been 
demonstrated over and over agaim by the wonderful success that the Royal 
has proven to be. 

In the meantime the Colonial Theater, in New York, had gone thru a 
period of vicissitude, and business there was at a very low ebb. Mr. Albee 
took the manager from the Royal and turned the Colonial over to him to see 
what could be done with it. 

The result has been amazing, and this theater today is now in the same 
state of prosperity as in the old Percy Williams days. In fact, the masterly 
manner in which the theater is being handled is the talk of Broadway. 

Possessing a wonderful personality, a flow of brilliant language and keen 
executive ability, with a dignified deportment that would have made Lord 
Chesterfield green with envy, still in the prime of robust manhood—the future 
holds unlimited possibilities for this boy from Ottawa, IIl., to accomplish still 
greater things.

City, chorus girls who know nothing except 
the one musical comedy or show in which they 
may be playing, aud have no rehearsals to 
speak of after the show has commenced, receive 
thirty-five ($35) dollars per week, and yet right 
opposite to it is the Metropolitan Grand Opera 
Company, ip which the chorus who must have 
a complete musical training and sing in three 
or four languages, receive only fifteen ($15) 
dollars per week for ten weeks’ rebearsing, and 
twenty-two and 50-100 ($22.50) dollars for 23 
weeks. Such a condition cannot be corrected 
while foreign importations at the lower rate of 
Wages are permitted. It is impossible to do 
anything by negotiations with the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company, and in all probability this 
state of affairs will result in a conflict and 
witb no possibility of success on the side of the 
chorus if these low-paid contract engagements 
are allowed to be perpetuated. 


“2. There is discrimination between the 
Italian imported chorus and the native American 
chorus. At the end of the season the Italians 
receive some two hundred odd dollars, on which 
they wanage to live from the end of the season, 
which is about May, to the commencement of 
the uext season, which is November. But the 
Awerican chorus, of whom there are some thirty 
or forty in the Metropolitan Opera Company, re- 
ceive nothing, This aroused so much comment 
last season that the American chorus was prom- 
ised fifty ($50) dollars during the summer, but 
did not receive it. The result is that the Ital- 
fan contingent is therefore more favored, and 
because of their standard of living are more 
ready to accept a lower rate of wages than the 
American contingent, and thus the low rate 
of wages stands out ip all its nakedness when 
we rewember that the rate of the orchestra 
seats at the Metropolitan Grand Opera Llouse 
has been raised to seven ($7) dollars, but no 
raise has been given to the chorus. 

“The chorister, during the season, rehearses 
every day and performs at night. Durirg the 
time the opera houses are closed, from May to 
November, there is nothing for the chorister to 
do in the way of his or her art, and in calcu 
lating salaries received, smal! as they are, I beg 
the Commissioner to figure them out on a yearly 
basis, not on the basis of the season, and then 
the appalling rate of wages paid by the Metro 
politan Grand Opera Company, whoee directors 
are multi-millionaires, whose patrons are mil- 
lionaires, will be palpable to the merest observer, 
and therefore, on behalf of the Associated Ac- 
tors’ and Artistes’ of America and the Interne 
tional Union, and its branch unions, I beg the 
Commissioner of Immigration to uphold the de 
cision of the Local Immigration Board and re- 
fuse admission ¢o the persons who are endeavor 
ing to enter this country under contract with 
the Metropolitan Grand Opera Company, net 
alone because of the legal side of the question 
but because of the human side; not alone be 
cause of the moral side. but because of the 
financial side, and not alone becouse it is an io 
justice to the American chorus, ..ut because it le 
an injustice to the whole labor wovement of the 
United States of America.” 

Bot all's well that ends well, and the Grand 
Opera Chorus is now’ receiving the standard 
rate of wages for chorus in New York City. 
the protest of the organization has been witb 
drawn, and the friendliest relations exist be- 
tween the Grand Opera Companies, the Four A's 
and the chorus Branch,

My Dear Sir—I have noticed letters in several 
recent issues of The Billboard from amateur 
song writers, suggesting waye and means for 
amateur song writers to secure recognition, also 
letters criticizing the big publishers for not giv- 
ing the unknown writers a ‘‘show.’ 

Now, of course, there are always two sides to 
a question. Being an amateur song writer, vat- 
orally I would take the side of other amateur 
song writers. 

But, perhaps, the big publishers have a justi- 
fiable reason for not giving more encouragement 
to ‘‘us fellers."” Let us look at the question in 
this way: Suppose I write a song and publish 
it myself, assuming, of course, that I have 
means to push ft. Then suppose that I make a 
success of the song. Then perhaps I may form a 
partnership with some other song writer. We 
go on pushing our own songs and eventually get 
established. We secure one or two other song 
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. 


writers and then we have our own staff of 
writers. If we can sell our songs, is there any 
reason why we should bother with compositions 
sent in by every Tom, Dick and Harry who 
thinks he has a good song? I do not mean hr 
this that the songs written by all amateur writ 
ers must be bak No doubt many of them are 
goed, and perhaps some of them would become 
“bits’’ if given the publicity that is given to 
songs put out by the big publishers. 

Naturally everyone who writes a song thinks 
his song is as good, or better, than the other 
fellow’s, 

Now bere is my idea of what is wrong in the 


eong writing game: Some fellow back in the 
woods sees an “‘ad’’ in his local paper like 
this: “Song poems wanted. Fortunes made in 


song writing. Send us your words and we will 
compose music and guarantee publishers accept 
ance.”’ 

This fellow goes to work and garbles up some 
words, which mean absolutely nothing, sens 
them in, pays $40 or 350 to get his song pub 
lished. He sends it to different publishers and, 
of course, it comes back. Now it seems to me 
that this is something that ought to be stopped. 
No doubt publishers are flooded with this kind of 
stuff all the time, aud for that reason I think 
they many times return worthwhile compositions 
because they cannot be bothered to sort ont the 
good from the bad. Now here is my suggestion: 

Why doesn’t The Billboard establish « Burean 
of Criticism for songs of amateur writers similar 
to your moving picture reviews? Let amateur 
writers send in their compositions. If your 
cTitics say the song is good let the composer 
advertise it in the columns of The Billboard as 
having been passed upon favorably by your song 
editor. 

Oh, I know some will say, ““Of course they 
will say they are all good to get the adver- 
tising."” Now, I don’t believe you would do 
this any more than you would say that all the 
pictures you review are good. Of course you 
might lose some of the advertising that you get 
from the so-called ‘“‘hit’’ writers, but you 
would get worthwhile advertising from the com- 
posers who have compositions of promise. I, for 
one, would be willing to stand or fall by a 
Judgment of this kind, and if I found that 
my songs were not worthy I would be glad to 
know it, and if I thought I could not improve 
them I would be willing to get out and make 
room for those who could write songs of merit. 

I would be glad to hear from you in regard to 
this matter, also from other amateur song 
writers.

P. S.—I do not mean to criticize the methods 
used by legitimate arrangers for securing work 
from amateur writers. They are very necessary 
and many of them take pride in turning out 
first-class arrangements. My objections are di 
rected against the ‘‘fake’’ concerns, whe try 
to make every would-be composer believe that 
his song is a ‘hit’? and fleeces him out of his 
money when they know that there is no possi- 
bility of the song ever seeing daylight. 


LEAGUE OF SONG WRITERS 


New York City, Oct. 24, 1919. 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, 0. 

My Dear Sir—This is in answer to a letter 
pablished in The Billboard of October 25 and 
signed by Dick Graham, advocating the organi- 
zation of a League ot Amateur Song Writers. 
Mr. Graham states: ‘‘There are many good song 
writers thruout the country who are being 
driven from the profession daily by the pub 
lishers’ refusal to bother with amateur stuff.’ 

Just what does Mr. Grabam mean by ‘“‘goor 
writers?” At the present moment I can lay 
my hands on bundreds of exe ellent poems in onr 
files that are the work of ‘‘good writers,’ but 
these poems would net in any way be called 
excellent song poems, I ean also take up thon- 
sands of lyrics which contain many original 
ideas, lyrics that would he called ‘“‘good lyrics’’ 
by the majority of amateur writers. but they 
are not good enough for the big houses. 

To my realization a good writer is one who 
ean write perfect songs at all times, be they 
accepted or not, but whe bas a high standard 
and lives up to it. There are a good many of 
these thruout the country, but they are net in 
the amateur class. Neither are they all sue 
cesses from 4 monetary. standpoint. 

Mr. Graham states that the stand the pub 
lishers take in refusing to accept amateur ma- 
terial is detrimental to the publishing as well 
as theatrical profession. Just because he las 
failed to have his werk accepted he assumes 
the role of critic and tells us that the publish 
ers should change their methods and accent that 
which they ought to know is great stuff. He 
does not realize that every business man has a 
right to buy and sell only that which he thinks 
will be profitable to him. 

If Mr. Graham were here I would place before 
him letters from several of the big houses which 
show that the publisbers are always willing 
to accept worthwhile material, be it written 
by the known or unknown writer. 

Mr. Graham goes on to state a lot of things 
we all know, such as the wildcat publishers 
and songs published by the writers themselves. 
Any writer who pays a publisher to publish 
his song is throwing his money away. When 
an amateur writer gets to the point where he 
believes himself to be a great hit writer he does 
one of three things: Starts in the publishing 
game himself, pays to have his work published 
by some wildcat firui. or advertises a hook on 
how to write successful songs, or attempts to 
criticize or revise lyrics, ete. 

Any song writer who pays 4 publisher to pub- 
lish his song !i* throwing money away. Any 
writer who exnects to receive professional eriti 
cisms and revisions from an unsuccessful writer 
is throwing his money away. and any lyricist 
who cannot write geod enough lyrics so that 
a worthy music writer can be found to work 
50-50 with him, but bas to pay for his music 
settings. is wasting his money, for very few 
of the paid-for music settings are any good 


whatever. There are a few exceptions, but 
these are well known thruout the profession 


and of course receive a decent price for their 
work 

Don't, for your own sake, try to buek the 
music publishing game, the hardest game there 
ts. When publisher releases a number be 
yas faith in he spends thousands of dollars to 
vave it demonstrated, plugged, advertised and 
brought before the public in every conceivable 


imanner, You cannot create & demand without 
the proper financial backing and a worthwhile 
song 

Mr. Graham closes with the remark that the 
only way to get around the dilemma is to fore 
a iengue of writers If he would have looked 
a tittle bit further he would have found that 
such an organization exists. This organization 
Was formed for the purpose of helping the new 
writers to write better songs; to teach them 
the right from the wrong, to stop all evils of 


fake publishing, etce., and to protect the in- 
terest of the writers in every way. It places 
them in touch with worthy collaborators (most 
of them professional) without charge, to work 


on a 50350 basis. It criticizes and revises their 
work free (professional service) and encourages 
them whenever their work is worthy. If Is an 
erganization of song writers for song writers, 


ani does not Operate for profit. It asks Its 
members to pay $1 initiation fee, $5 dues per 
year en! ten cents for each script criticized or 


revised so ag to pay the cost of clerical work.

Living has increased and four years ago I was 
receiving more than $20 a week for dancing and 
then couldn't make it go any too far, so with 
incrensed cost of everything I fail to see bow 
a girl can do it now. 

I went into Columbus, 0., after the town had 
been scorched, roasted, etc.. with female imper- 
sonators, ther told me (the authorities) not to 
open my Oriental show. I explained that as 1 
danced in theaters and had no need to fear the 
law that my work was clean. I opened and 
on my merits worked three weeks. No! I 
didn’t cater to a lot of roughneck men, I catered 
to ladies and gentlemen. I was doing nicely. 
On the following Saturday a ‘‘posing’’ show 
joine| the carnival and they pulled such a raw 
dance that our clean show was made a laughing 
stock, the posing show had to pull stakes and 
sneak out of town the next day, and we had to 
bear the humiliation. The following Monday ! 
left. after working four weeks to open a town 
and then have a thing like that happen, not 
onee but many times. s when some of these 
money hungry near-managers quit the game 1! 
may consider going back, as it is--I'm satisfied 
to work the theaters.

There is one thing 1 would like to see in your 
paper and that ls a page devoted to amateurs, 
which I do think would mean a big thing to all 
of us. I have written quite a few lyrics which 
I have on band, but what good do they do if 
cannot get them out before the public, some o'

AND THE TOAD 


“The toad beneath the harrow knows 
Where each separate pinpoint goes; 
The butterfly upon the road 
Preaches contentment to the toad.”

Se many letters have reached me asking me how I 
can explain the attitude of those actors and actresses who 
went upon the witness stand in the Federal Investigation, 


and stated that everything “in the garden was lovely” and al! was happiness and pleasure, that I feel compelled 
to answer them in this article. 


Kipling, the Poet of the Masses, the man who in four lines can drive home “with winged words” the Truth, has 
answered it in the quotation which you find above. 


Can you not see the picture? The harrow being dragged along the road, relentlessly, piercing, scraping and al- 
most ripping the inside out of any living animal it crosses, and the vain little butterfly, flying about above telling the 


toad that everything is peaceful, everything is lovely, that the sun is shining and that there is no such thing as 
pain, agony or abuses in the world.

THEIR SENSES TO SLEEP 


It is all right for Emma Carus and Nan Halperin to fly about now like butterflies and say that there is no 

such trouble in the vaudeville business as the toad complains of. They are not beneath the iron points of the 

just at present, they do not do five shows a day, they do not play eight days to make up a week, they do 

hot leave one town to finish their week with a Sunday performance in another, they do not do six, seven and 

eight weeks of tryouts at cut salaries, they do not pay 15%, 20% and 25% commission. NO HARROW POINTS 
ENTER THEM, AND, THEREFORE, LIKE THE BUTTERFLY, THEY PREACH CONTENT. 


On the other hand the toad knows what the conditions are. You cannot tell 95% of the vaudeville actors of 
this country that everything is rosy, that everything is happy and that conditions are better than they ever were. 


The toad knows, while the butterfly basks and flutters its short life away in the temporary warmth and heat of 
the noonday sun. 


But the butterfly should remember that the sun does not always shine and that the evening comes 
round, when the cold winds blow and the butterfly shrivels up and dies. 


It would be wise of the butterfly, even for the butterfly’s own sake, to help to make conditions better, so that 
when the sun shines no longer the butterfly will be able to tind a little of that happiness which it enjoyed at the 
zenith of its fame in the heat of the passing noonday sun. 


Other letters asked me what the idea was in putting these witnesses on and what weight their evidence has. 
Myself I can see no weight attached to it. To me it proves nothing, except that some actors and actresses get 
dig salaries and some actors and actresses who are in demand can make their own terms. 


It would be to me as ridiculous and absurd as if I were investigating the legal profession and the conditions 
of its followers and someone should put on the stand Rufus Choate, Elihu Root, Charles E. Hughes, J. G. 
Milburn et al. to prove that the income of lawyers wagin the neighborhood of a million dollars a year. That 
would prove nothing except that these lawyers got that. It wouldn't prove anything about what the other 99% 
were earning or rather not earning, but making. (TI am referring to the majority of theatrical 
why I say “not earning,” but “making.”) 


The fact that Miss Emma Carus or James McIntyre or Valerie Bergere get One Thousand ($1,000) Dollars 
& week has nothing to do with five and six shows a day On a Saturday or Sunday, and has nothing to do with 
three splits in a week in the Middle West, and has nothing to do with the issuance of a good, binding and enforce- 
able contract or with the right of the actor to be represented by his chosen delegates. 


Anyone can see this, and if you can see it and if I can see it I think it can be safely left to the vision and 
Wisdam of the Federa) Trade Commission. ° 


In the future, whenever anybody tells you that everything is all right in Vaudeville, and that conditions are 
Improving and have improved, remember that any improvement in conditions which there may be has not been 
brought about by the “BUTTERFLIES,” but by the “TOADS.” :

Mr. Winninger in a burlesque on a scene in 
“The Jest'’’ displayed marvelous versatility. 

Miss Ring with the radiance of her personal 
ity and the cleverness of her art would lift 
any show to @ quality of superiority. 

These scintillating stars, however, have sot 
been supplied with sufficiently humorous ™a- 
terial and in consequence some of their num- 
bers as well as other numbers in the stow 
failed to go over with any degree of hilarity. 

A paucity of. comedy matertal is noticerble 
also in the performance ag a whole, 9 fault 
which no doubt will be remedied as the show 
progresses, since the Winter Garden has a way 
of improving steadily after the opening.

Ed Lee Wrothe (featured comic), 
Higgins and a husband by proxy, is well 
known to theater patrons that a cetailed de- 
scription of his personality would be superfluous. 
Suffice to say that his make-up and mannerism 
is Wrothe’s and inimitable. 

As the proxy husband Wrothe made more 
merriment in less time than any comic we have 
seen on the burlesque stage (personal opinion). 
tbe support given him by the Misses Hage, 
Babette and Perry, likewise by Owen Martin 
(straight), im the characterization of Lawyer 
Blackstone, and Claire Evans, as the returned 
husband; Lee Hickman (co-comic); likewise 
Lew and Bert Marks (juveniles), who played 
miner roles, was excellent. 

Scene two was in front of a hotel cafe drop, 
with Owen Martin, his hop stem and dope talk 
to Wrothe; their dialog was highly amusing. 
This was followed by Babette, a walking, talk- 
ing, mooching delegate of feminine typewriters, 
who held up Martin and Wrothe and made much 
laughter by her flirty manner while doing so. 

Scene three introduced Wrothe in a merry- 
making bit with Buster Perry (ingenue-sou- 
bret), who is one of those likable damsels that 
men fall, and fall hard, for. Yea, bo; Buster 
bas a way with her, and an exceptionally nice 
way. that is a valuable asset to the presenta-

“JUST A MINUTE” 
(Cort Theater) 


Lyrics and music by Harry L. Cort, George 
E, Stoddarg and Harold Orlob. Musical Con- 
ductor, Gus Salzer. Music published by Shapiro- 
Bernstein, New York. 

Jingly tunes are the order of the day in 
“Just a Minute.”’ Harold Orlob has provided 
a tuneful score which is much superior to the 
book of the production. If the show gets a 
tun “Some Other Girl’ and ‘‘Lonesome’’ look 
like the hits of the piece. Both are numbers 
easily whistleable. 

A good waltz, in addition to the two songs 
cited, occurs in the first act. It is called 
“Because You're Different’’ and should be popu- 
dance. ‘*‘Wonderful Day’’ is a one- 
step number that should appeal. In fact, Orlob 
has turned ont a variety of selections in the

Dear Sir—On October 9 a gentleman named 
Mr. Thomas, representing himself to be an 
equal partner of the firm of Keunedy & Thomas, 


of Akron, O.. secured my wife (Betty Ward) 
and myself for the said frm; causing us to 
refuse certain vaudeville contracts; making a 40- 
week agreement with us, subject only to the 
usual two weeks’ cancelation clause after the 
production opened, we to join for a two-weeks’ 
rebearsal on October 12, during which two weeks 
We were to receive expenses in full (as part of 
this agreement) which has witnesses. After 
spending five days assisting Billy DeHaven, the 
producer, at the Casino Theater, Akron, O., with 
Mr. Kennedy there daily, the latter finally re 
quests information from me as to what kind of 
ap agreement Mr. Thomas and J] had made, 
Statements poid by Mr, Thomas to Mr. Kennedy 
were uot cerrect.

CORNER CALLERS 


Come in With Some Good Dope 

Shaking hands lately has stretched the arm 
of the Corner Keeper till he looks like a landlord 
grabbing for rent. But he gets that way from 
grabbing another kind of profit and that is the 
good will of a lot of writere from all over the 
country who have sailed in with a cheerful 
howdy, and no matter how far he has to 
stretch the Corner Keeper is going to reach 
out for a hand grip of friendship to each and ev- 
ery fellow scribe, 

Some of the fraternity just say they are glad 
to spot a place where the typewriter tappers 
have a look-in. Others tell the world their 
troubles. And best of all, some of our callers 
have real dope to hand out for the good of the 
game. 

It’s great to find the corner useful, 
better to have a chance to help the fellow in 
trouble. But best of all is the come-in of the 
folks who are willing to share their tips with 
the rest of us, and among these is that prince 
of editors and friend of the writer, ROBERT 
E. MACALARNEY of Famous Players-Lasky, 
who shoots in hot-from-the-furnace market tips 
and a hint of how writers can help their sales. 

“At the present,’’ says Mr. MacAlarney on 
markets, ‘‘we need mainly emotional woman 
star roles, after that ingenue stories, and last 
of all, comedy drama.’’ 

That's the market tip. Now, folks, don’t 
jump in and start flooding the mails with 
stuff until you stop and think a good long 
time about the rest of the dope. Mr. MacA\l- 
arney added: 


“‘We here find that the average writer of an 
original script fails to bear the trade end of 
what he writes firmly in mind. In other words 
he does not study the type of stars for whom 
material is needed. He also is thinking more 
in terms of scenes than in terms of theme.”’ 

There’s a whole lot of meat in this little para- 
graph. It applies to the work of a lot of strug- 
gling writers in every amusement line. 


First of all the trade end of the writing 
game is not given much attention by the scribe. 
No matter what you think of the handicaps that 
are put on your ability to tell a strong story 
by the fatal-to-plot ‘‘star system’’ you have got 
to abide by the rules of the game as it fa be- 
ing played AT THE PRESENT TIME, and plan 
and work for better conditions later on. We 
are against the production system that makes it 
a part of the game of selling pictures in the 
finished state to feature a star no matter how 
the story suffers. That policy is what makes 
so many weak, thin. unhuman pictures. It 
does the same for the plot of a play. It weakens 
the vaudeville playlet. It disgusts the andi- 
ence where people go to see real stories, and in 
the long run it works against the star who 
shows up to poor advantage in a weak plot. But 
this is what the writer must get wise to. The 
makers of pictures don't have the long run for 
their product that a play gets. Their films are 
here today and gone tomorrow, and they don’t 
build a following by word-of-mouth advertising. 
If Bill Smith likes ‘“‘The Jest’’ as a powerful 
play, he tells Sam Brown and Sam takes his 
wife to see it. after a couple of weeks. That’s 
what talk does for a play. It gets the good 
points of the play into the minds of f&. very 
folks who want to see that kind of a play. With 
screen, and with vandeville, it’s dif- 
ferent. The film, and the vaudeville act, are 
seldom held over in one show house long enough 
for their merits to get aronnd, by the talk-to- 
neighbor plan. So they have to get hold of

something else to drag the people in to see 
them. That other thing is the name that people 
get to know—the star. 

Some time things are going to shift around 
eo that the brand of pictures will be the thing 
that will draw. A company will get a name for 
good stories with good casts and perfect photo- 
graphy; the star will be good, but not the whole 
works. Folks will go to see a picture because 
they know that the company putting it out al- 
ways makes stuff they are glad to see. When 
that sweet day comes the writer will succeed 
because he or she can suit the public taste in 
stories. Now he and she must suit the culti- 
vated-by-nadvertising taste for stars. The writers 
who see are the ones who study the stars and 
then give them the strongest stories they can 
dope out to fit the stars. It’s not art, but we 
all have to chase art into the corner while we 
dig up the iron men that the butcher and the 
baker insist on baving. We can do the Art-ing 
later on. Work for a living we must. When the 
companies in the film business come to wake up 
to the fact that it was STORY, not stars, that 
put “The Miracle Man’’ and ‘‘Broken Blossoms” 
into such a high niche that even the folks who 
usually teke in a lower class burlesque will go 
and spend a half a dollar to see them—then 
writers can forget there ever was such a thing 
as a star. 

Mr. MacAlarney says the writers think more 
in terms of scene than in terms of theme. 
That is true in a good many cases. Of course it 
stands to reason that a certain type of mind gets 
ehuckful of scenario technique, or of movie 
“do’s” and ‘‘dont’s,’’ and has no room for any- 
thing else. But a lot of us make the mistake of 
rushing thru a story without looking at it to 
see if it means something or if it just is a 
story because we think it is a story. The 
thing that makes a story big, that makes it 
powerful, that sende it into the week stands and 
the $2-runs, is theme—appeal. Just look at ‘‘The 
Miracle Man’’ and then compare it with some 
of the program pictures. Then you will know 
what the difference is between the story that 
has theme and the one that misses fire. 

Now, when you decide ¢o send a story to Fa- 
mous Players, show Mr. MacAlarney, that you 
are just as much “out for the good of pic- 
tures” as he is. Send him what he wants. He 
tells you as plainly as it has ever heen stated. 
Show a good fellow that his good fellowship is 
appreciated. 

Vaudeville Players—Watch out for something 
that is coming your way mighty eoon!

EDWARD J. MONTAGE. who has been on 
staff with some of the most prominent companies 
in the picture business, says he is so jammed 
up with the job of turning out features that he 
will have to hold back a hit on the invitation he 
got in the first issne of this department, but he 
is going to have something to say right soon. 

PAUL JEFFRIES strolls in with a letterful 
of good will for the Corner, and everybody 
who is interested in it. He puts things mighty 
well when he says, *‘I only hope that others 
engage in writing ‘laugh and weep’ materja!l 
for the masses, will give this, their corner, their 
hearty support—and come in, all you big time 
fellows and help. Many an embryo writer could 
produce something good if he, including she, only 
knew the right way to ekin their cat.”” You 
said it, Mr. Jeffries! And the big-time fei- 
lows means the players, too. They know what 
goes over—they know what flops. They can say 
more to start competition among writers than 
anybody else, and competition means that the 
best ideas will come out, not the worst. 

For a real, helpalong lot of tips the palm goes 
to the next friendly chat: 

MAURICE DREW sends it in, and this is 
what vaudeville sketch and playlet writers wil) 
be glad to read: 


“When you write a playlet, don’t lose time 


on the set, lights or music. If it has merit 
they will take care of themselves. UNTIL 
LATER. 

“If it is a hit yon wilt see the manager rush- 
ing back to the etage manager, with instrue- 
tions to ‘give it the best you have.’ 

“Don't push old age too far forward. Let 
youth do the heaviest work, with age giving 
kindly advice and gentle pats on the back. 

“Don't bave your speeches too long: break 
them into shert, snappy lines, spoken by two or 
more characters, and let quick action govern 
all. 

“Don't tell the audience anything about 
what has happened or what is going to happen 
LET IT HAPPEN AND LET It CONTINUE 
TO HAPPEN UNTIL THE END, AND LET 


THAT END BE UNSUSPECTED.” 

There, we bntt in to remark, is the meat of 
writing. Talk its but plet move- 
ment and action are whnt keeps the watchers 
interested and attentive. Go on. Mr. Drew: 

“Don't write until you are sure you have a 
good story. If it is real good you won't have 
to tell it; it will tell itself. 

“We love a boy and girl if they are good 
moraliy, and they must be if you want a playlet. 
Let them make good and live in their own way 
and when the bad bey tries to come between 
them let him be very bad. Then you will get 
pep and punch. A quarrel with three will make 
more noise than with two, and you can't quarrel 
with yourself."’ 

That is a good way to say that the place for 
a monolog is in the monoleg spot, not in the 
playlet. When you get people alone you have 


necessary, 


a svliloqguy; when you get them together you 
get things going and have situations. Sit- 
uations are the things that hold the andience 


tense. At least that’s what the Corner Keeper 
finds in the Palace and the four-a-day. 

“A playlet has a place in vaudeville,’’ Mr. 
Drew goes on, “generally No. 3. First and 
second spots play up to it, with an acrobatic, in- 


strumental or song and dance turn. Don't do 
anything of that kind (in your playlet), be- 
cause the others do it better; besides, you 


stop the action of your playlet and it flops. 

“Seventeen to twenty minutes is the running 
time? Let your first be as strong as your last."’ 

That is SOME good stuff. We all thank you, 
Mr. Drew. It goes to show that a fellow can 
say a lot to the point and be mighty helpfol, 
if he is the right sort. We will be glad to 
hear from you again, some time, and we'll con- 
gratulate you for being so generous. Wish you 
luck! ; 

For any writer who can use it, we add Mr. 
Drew's final hint: “If you want object lessons 
in playlets keep your eye on Proctor’s Fifth 
Avenue Theater. And when you see one ad- 
vertised, go to it. They have real trrouts there, 
and a good one generally gets the Palace!’ 

This next fellow says something about the 
way to get along, and his own experience and 
his own way of going after success is worth 
copying: 

WILL F. LANDIS ts a chap who knows some- 
thing about the hard spots in lyric writing, and 
yet you conldn’t kill his ambition with a ten- 
pound hammer. Says he: 

“Everybody writes more or less, luckily-—more 
LESS. In my leisure I write song lyrics.”’ 

He writes them himeelf, and he puta them 
across—jnst notice some of The Mid-West Song 
Publishing Co. stuff. It has a bit of a new 
twist in its novelties, Brother Landis is going 
to be somewhere around the top of the ladder 
one of these days, because: 


“Lots of times I have heen out of luck. Have 
I given up? Not as long as Gabriel delays his 
last little toot will I throw up the sponge. I 
have endured hardships, but I always have been 
able to see the humorous side of life. I have 
stuck to tlre game until I put one across." Lack 
be with you, and ofly the good kind of Inck. 
That's the spirit. 

One time when Mr. Landis isn’t so busy on 
some stuff for his new list he is going te give 
more of his experiences, we hope. It's good te 
hear of somebody getting on. It inspires others, 
for sticking to it is the one sure way to land. 

FE. Cc. €. has had some trouble. ‘‘Several 
months ago,’ she says, ‘I submitted the script 
for a two-reel photoplay to Margaret Marsh, in 
care of the Oliver Films, Inc.. 308 East 48th 
street, New York City. Failing. to hear from 
the script I sent 4 polite note, receiving no re- 
ply. Later, another note was sent, but was re 
turned, with information that the company had 
moved, leaving no addrees; my script has not yet 
been returned.’’ 

That is a warning to others against two things 
—sending to Oliver Films, and sending anything 
anywhere to Margaret Marsh. Come across, 
Miss Marsh, if you have the ecript or know 
anything about ft. If this was the only com- 
plaint we have heard of the affair would prob- 
ably be easy of explaining. It’s up to you!

If at 
soy time the Board of Directors of the interna- 
tional union differed with me on what might be 
the policy of the organization, if at any time 
niluences were brought to bear on the Board of 
IMrectors to influence them into a course of ac- 
tion, which I did not think was for the benefit 
of the actor, which occurred once or twice in 
oy career, and there was a contest between 
the Board of Directors and myself on the ques- 
tion of policy, the question of the direction of 
the organization and the question of what we 
should do, that wonld have to be snbmitted to 
a referendum of the actors of the entire mem- 
bership If at any time my policies were dif- 
ferent from the Board of Directors, I disagreed 
with the Board of Directors in any plan they 
were willing to take, I had a perfect right to 
eall for a referendum and let the members 
choose between me and the Board of Directors 
on that position. I was also charged with the 
question of organization and building it up as 
strongly as I could or we could, and the getting 
{n of as many members as we could, and using 
all legitimate and legal means tq carry out the 
furtherance of the organization as far as it lay 
in my power. As international secretary and 
treasurer I was charged with the care and keep- 
ing of the documents of the international union 
and was empowered to employ any such help 
as 1 saw fit to carry out such end. I was also 
under a bond of $25,000. Further details as to 
my duties will be found more specially defined 
in the attached copy of the by-laws. 

Q. There was some sort of an arbitration in 
Oklaboma City, wasn't there?

I cannot tell 
you if it was at that time or afterwards, the 
Lancaster Amusement company owned and 
operated the Lancaster theater and they had 
a working agreement at that time with the 
Chemung Amusement Company, which controlled 
Elmira theater and the theater at Chemung and 
at Pottsville, and at Chambersburg, and in 
about twelve or fourteen different towns in 
eastern Pennsylvania, all of which they had 
under their charge. 

Q. Did the White Rats or the Associated 
Actors’ Company own or control the interests 
in the Lancaster Amusement Company? 

A. The bonds were issued—you want the 
whole operation? 

Q. I don’t want it too long. I want to find 
out what if any interests ther had? 

A. The theater was—we had it valued by 
an independent appraiser in the town and he 
valued it at I think $50,000 and on that inde- 
pendent appraisal valuation of the theater of 
$50,000, why $50,000 worth of six per cent bonds 
were issued. Then $5,000 worth of the stock 
went for the incorporation. Then as the White 
Rats purchased the bonds of the theater as an 
investment why one-tenth part of the value of 
the bonds was given to tlem in steck, but R. 
V. Alexander who was the main financial man 
of Mozarts, who was the operator, that is 
neither Mozart or Alexander could interfere with 
the agreement entere:! into between these thea- 
ters and the White Kats because of that stock 


the bonds unpurchased with the stock, unal- 
lotted, were deposited in trust, .in the trust 
company in Lancaster, particularly the Lan- . 


easter Trust company, so that at no time could 
Mozart or Alexander double cross the White 
Rats organization, though they did not hold tbe 
majority of the stock. All of this was passed 
upon and a certain agreement entered into 
whereby everybody put up a bond from $2,000 
to $5,000 to issue equitable contracts to the 
actors, and not charge more than five per cent. 

Q. It is proper to say that the White Rats 
or the Associated Actors were financially inter- 
ested in these theaters? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The Lancaster Amusement Company, that 
is what I was really getting at? 

A. Yes. In what way were they interested. 

Q. Naturally the directors and the officers of 
the White Rats knew of the arrangement enter- 
ed into, these contracts which refererd to it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you connected with the White Rats 
at that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In what capacity, international secretary? 

A. The same. 

Q. International executive? 

A. Not international, it is not the interna- 
tional union, the same thing, the same position. 

Q. The White Rats Publishing Company was 
organized later on, was it not? 

. Yes, sir. 

Q. November 23. 19007 

A. Yes, sir—I am saying “‘Yes” because you 
are reading the dates. 

Q. Here is a certified copy? 

A. I am saying “‘yes’’ because you are read 
ing the dates.

A. Yes, because during 1911 I was in Paris, 
“nd when I came back I never knew a thing 
ubout that until Dne day they told they had 
got, or that they were going to build a club, 
and, if you remember, I raised Cain about it, 
the building of the club, and would not have 
anything to do with it. This was about three 
days after that that I resigned. I resigned 
directly on finding out about that. When I 
came ck in 1915 and discovered all these 
funds, and that the stock was in certain hands 
as trustees, which I didn’t think were acting 
for the benefit of the organization, why nothing 
Was done during the year 1915, I think, but I 
think I was in Chicago in January or Febru 
ary, 1916, and I was informed about certain 
things, and I told Mr. FitzPatrick abont these 
certain things and we jumped on a train and 
eame back, and we callea a meeting of the 
stockholders of the White Rats’ Realty Com- 
pany, and we threw two of them out and the

A. Yes, but you are referring to another 
‘*‘Player’’ entirely, you are referring to an- 
other paper, another periodical, an entirely dif- 
ferent publication, you are referring to one 
which I did not edit. 

I am referring to ‘‘Player’’ published by 
you at any time? 

Let me go back, Mr. Goodman, and tell 
you something which you said referred to a 
publication by me of certain things in the 
Player, and I am referring to ones published 
in the Player at the time when it was published 
by me. 

Q.’ You know what I°am talking about. I 
am talking about the Player. 

A. I don’t know what you mean.

A. That is eleven years ago. I think in the 
Lancaster proposition they had about between 
six and seven thousand dollars. 

Q. And in the Associated Actors? 

A. Well, that is where the money would be, 
that would go that way, you see, 

. How much was invested all told? 

A. All told? 


Q. Either by way of investment or capital, 
or logses, or to make deficits, if any, in the 
White Rats’ Publishing Company? 

A. When I left there had been an investment 
of a Uttle over $10,000. 

Q. And by the time you left had there been 
any investment in the White Rats’ Building 
Company? 

A. I since discovered, after I came back four 
years afterwaris, that there had been, but it 
was not, to my knowledge, during the time I 
was there; but I fopnd out afterwards that 
there had been while I was there. 

Q. You were leading the strike in 1917 all 
over the country, weren’t you? That is, you 
were the leader of the strike? 

A. Mr. FitzPatrick and I were in a dual 
capacity. 

Q. When you returneg to the organization fn 
October, 1915, is it not a fact that there was 
absolutely no money in the treasury of the 
White Rats, because there was an overdraft of 
$85, and the union owed about $225,000? 

A. Split that question up, please. Don’t ask 
me is that correct. There are three questions 
there together. 

Q. Let me give it to you separately. 

A. Was not the White Rats, what did you 


say? 

Q. Was not the White Rats in a defunct 
condition when you returned to the organiza- 
tion? 

A. They were in a bankrupt condition, they 
had an overdraft at the bank, and they had 
around more than $225,000 debt, I should say 
it was approximately $275,000. 

Q. What was the membership at that time? 

A. Three hundred. 

Q. When you returned? 

A. Yes. 

. And when you left in 1611 what was the 
financial condition of the White Rats? 

A, They had in cash appmximately—ap- 
proximately in cash and in railroad bonds, 
Pennsylvania, Lehigh, New York, Central, 
around about $185,000; they had stock, which 
at that time, and bonds, In the Pimira and 
Chemung Amusement companies, in those other 
theaters worth about around ninety -r one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Altogether, I think the last 
auditor's statement showed absolutely good as- 
sets, not members’ dues, who were not paid, 
you know, who were back in their dues, but 
assets that amounted to $200,000 or $270,000, 
on October ist, 1911. 

What wae the membership at that time 
when you left? 

A. Around 18,000. 


Q. Between the time yon left In 1911 and 
your return in October 1915, were you engaged 
in business as an efficiency expert? 

A. In some degree, yes; not all the time, 
some part of the time. 

Q. What other work did you do during that 
period ? 

A. I was contributing to magazines, I was 
writing plays. and for some part of the period 
I was in Enrope. 

Q. Well, your contributions did not amount 
to vere much, did they? 

A. Oh, yes. They paid the rent, ete. 

Q. What I mean, did you write,—did you do 
more writing for magazines, that is writing 
magazine articles, than you did other things? 

A. Well. you know I was on the staff of 
Harper's; I was on the staff of Dodd-Meads, 
and I was on the staff of Frederick A. Stokes 
and Company. 

Q. Isn't it a fact tbat during the period 
when you were out of the White Rats, you 
vusefl stationery in which you referred to your 
business as efficiency expert? 

A. Correct. 

And eaid you were efficiency expert and 
construetive and destructive? 

A. Yes.

Q. Mr. Mountford, since the commencement 
of this Federal proceeding you have been writ 
ing articles for publica in @ paper callei 
“The Billboard,’’ have you not?

Q. Is that paper published has it published 
verbatim reports of the testimony of this pro- 
ceeding from time to time? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Well, bas it published the important sec. 
tions or parts of the testimony given? 

A. I suppose it published what its reporters 
thought was important, I don't know. 

Q. In addition to that part from time to 
time during the pendency of this proceeding you 
have published observations about this proceed- 
ing, haven't you? 

A. Yes, correct 


Q. And Variety has published, during the 
same time, what it claims to be @ verbatim re. 
port of the testimony? 

A. I don't know, I don’t read it. 

Q. The Billboard circulates among al] the 
theatrical profession and theater managers 
pretty extensively, doesn’t it? 

. It is the largest circulation, it has « 
larger circulation than all the others put to- 
gether. 

Q. I call your attention to The Billbaard of 
Februry 15, 1919, an article over your name 
in which you say: “There was also proved’’— 
tpferring to this proceeding—‘‘that the Vaade- 

lle Collection Agency during one yéar took 
$870,000 from actors and agents which went to 
the Directors of the United Booking Offices 
This proof is nut from us but came from the 
mouth of Pat Casey, the manager and secretary 
oe the V. CG. 4.” By “V. OC. A.” 44 sou 
mean the Vaudeville Collection Agency? 

4. That is a misprint, if it says V. C. A. 

Q. How about the $370,000? 


A. Yes, that is all right, $370,000, 

Q. Can you point out in the testimony where 
there is any stich proof? 

A. Yes, sir, if you will show me the exhibits. 

Q. Well, the exhibits are in Washington ex- 
cept Respondents’ exhibits, and it is not among 
those exhibits. 

A. Mr. Goodman, petween us, you know that 
we talked that matter over, and I showed you 
how I made up those figures, and you disagteed 
with me, but I also disagreed with you, but | 
showed you that is the way I made it up.

Q. You did not ask Mr. Walsh's permistion 
to insert that, did you?

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At the same time, however, you were 
publishing articles in this same Billboard asking 
actors to join the White Rats Actors Union 
and send in their dues to it, were you not? 

4. Yes, sir, but not a8 manager or agent 
was asking these things, I waa a member of 
the union. 

Q. Well, yes, you were. But your friends 
were asking their friends to join that actors 
inion, and become mewbers of the union”

Q. And you would not bave any objection, 
of course to a manager or a friend of a manager 
or a friend of an actor asking him to joio the 
White Rats Actors’ Union?

There are various personal references here 
to which I do not care to allude, but I want 
to offer it in evidence, a portion of the letter? 

A. I have not any attorney here to repre- 
sent me, but I object to this letter; it was 
written when I wag out of the White Rats, 
it is not within the issues, it 1s a private let- 
ter written by me, and I was not connected 
with the White Rats. 

Mr. Goodman: I am only going to offer 
& portion of it, that portion pertaining to the 
White Rats. I think I ought to be permitted 
first, to make my offer covering the letter, and 
then, if there is any objection, it will have to 
to be passed on at that time. 

The Withers: I don’t know what it is, that 
is what J am objecting to. If you will let 
me see it, I probably will make no objection 
to it. 

Mr. Goodman: T am going to offer a portion 
in the record. anyway. I offer in evidence so 
much of this letter as reads as follows: 

“Haven't heard a word of it for two years. 
Get what you can out of Wormwoo!l re inside 
Rats. Rub the stealing of the funds down his 
throat. All -of them were cuilty and when 
the smash comes someone will co to jail. It is 
another Siegel (the dry goods store case) bank- 
rupt for five years, and he kept going by the 
little coming in and jockeying the funds. As 
to the postal card, you are the original Sher- 
lock Holtmes''— 

The Witness: That is a private matter. 

Mr. Geodmen: (Continuing):—‘‘for finding 
out the unknown. You have «dug up the line 
acfoss one of my sources of income. namely, 
writing moral sentimental mush for the great 
American public.” 

The Witness: I haven't any objection, Mr, 
Commissioner—my objection is not to the part 
relating to the White Rats going in, 1 have 
noe objection to the other part of it, as to the 
‘“‘moral sentimental mush,"’ if they will pro 
duce the postal card, I don't care. It is one of 
these motto postal eards with my name, and 
I use) to write them for a Reston firm. 

Q Will you read that letter and state when 
that was sent (hahding same to witness) ? 

I could not tell you, but that was sent 
iwterview with District Attorney Mose, 
1 conld not tell you the exact date, 

Q. Will you Jook at this paper and state 
whether it is » copy of the letter sent by you 
to Mr. Samuel Gompers? 

A. The first page is, but I conld not say 
about the other peges.

Q. Will you please Jock at the other parts of 
it. the balance of the letter, and read it thru?

Q. Can you say whether or not, without refer. 
ence to the stationery, you wrote Mr. Gompers 
at any time as follows: “You were present at 


meetings in Chicago at which you know the 
organization was completed.” 

A. Yes, that is what I wrote him. 

. “We had a union shop in ma more 
theaters. The West was complete a prac- 
tieally unionized from Chicago to Frisco by the 
Ist of June, 1911. Then with the opening of 
the fall season, it was decided, and the resolu- 
tions are on the minute books of the Board of 
Directors, that it should unionize the East at 
whatever cost, and whatever the fight might 
be, even eventually a strike. Like the West, 
generally, it was necessary that the avenues of 
supply should be closed to the opposition. which 
I need not tell you, was the United Booking 
Offices; for that purpose, on July 6th I sailed 
for Europe, and succeeded in entering into an 
agreement with the French, German and Png- 
lish actors that im the event of any trovble 
arising in this country, mo actor should leave 
those shores."’

Q. This appears te be dated. this letter, 
September 80, 1018. And now I ask you 
whether you also wrote this (handing samy to 
witness)? 

A. Cannot we put the whole letter in. Mr. 
Commissioner. Why not put the whole thing 
in, if he is going to put in otner parts of it. 

Q. You said you were not sure of these 
pages, that is the reason that I am picking 
out parts of it, 

Examiner Moore: Is it your intention to offer 
the whole thing? 


Mr. Goodman: No, only these portions of !t. 

A. Offer the whole letter. 

Mr. Goodman: I offer this portion: 

“Five weeks ago the secretary-treasurer re- 
signed because they could not afford to par 
his salary and yet, two years ago, this date, 
which by a strange coinciderce is the date I 
left, they had the richest and most powerfu! 
actors’ organization the world has ever known, 
and now bankrupt, living on borrowed money, 
on notes, and the laughing stork Instead of being 
the dread of the manrgers. Their present post- 
tion and all their troubles are due to the for- 
saking of the policies with which I was identi- 
fied and which are the policies which you pub- 
licly preached."’ You wrote that, didn’t you? 

Q. I show you The Billboard, page 15 of 
July 2, 1919, and I ask you if you caused 
that page to be published im The Billboard? 


I did. 
Mr. Goodman: I offer it im evidence, page 
6. 


(The same was receiveq im evidence and 
marked ‘“‘Respordent’s Exhibit No, 145.) 

Q. The letter published in the issue of The 
Billboard is a correct copy of the original, is it 
not? 

A. 1 sent the original to the printer at Cin- 
cinnati, and told them to copy it.

Harry Mountford, resumed: 
By Mr. Goodman: 

Q. What is the present membership of the 
White Rats? 

A. With the consent of the examiner I re- 
spectfully— 

Mr. Walsh: We object to it. 

Mr. Goodman: We asked him what the mem- 
bership was when he came back in 1915. and 
what the membership was in 1911, and in fact I 
asked him what the membership was in 1915 
at the euggestion of Mr. Walsh. I do not see 
why there should be any secrecy about its mem- 
bership now. 

Mr. Walsh: So fur as I am concerned I with- 
draw the objection. 

Mr. Goodman: The only reason. so you will 
know, there is no intention of making use of 
it om my part, my object is to show that the 
White Rats is not a dead organization but has 
a etbstantial membership. I do not want to 
know the exact number. 

The Witness: The question—I wish to tell 
rou the truth—the question is rather a difficult 
one because at the present moment there ifs no 
sueh organization as the White Rats.

Q. What are the facts, Mr. Monntfora? 


A. The facts are that commencing on or 
about September or October, 1916, the member- 
ship began to dwindle. The membership in 
good standing in October, 1917, was 121. That 
121 stuck through 1917 and 1918, with occasional 
persons coming back, until I should say until 
after October, 1918. Then commencing on or 
about January, 1919, it began to grow, the or 
ganization begun to grow, and at the present 
moment the organization has members in good 
standing, that is who have paid their dues since 
April 1, April Ist being the due period, around 
approximately 980. although there are four mem 
ber who will probably pay their dues during the 
time allotted to them.

Q. Will you please explain what you meant 
by saying that there was no s¢cb organization.

Recemtly the charter 
which the American Federation of Labor had 
granted ‘+ the White Rats Actors’ Union was 


granted to a dual organization, was it not? 

A. To a new organization. 

. To a new organization, and that new or 
ganization consists not only of the vaudeville 
branch of the profession but the legitimate 
branch as well?

So that in reality while technically the 
White Rats Actors’ Union name has ceased to 
be used or to exist as a corporate entity, the 
Membership and the personnel of the officers 
are the same? 

A. Practically, yes, though a new organiza- 
tion was formed, Mr. Goodman, by several of 
us on or about June, 1917, because we could 
not possibly go on under the title of the White 
Rats, we could not keep it going under that

Q. In other words, from the

Q. You said yesterday that you did not owe 
allegiance to any country? 

oe 

Q. How do you explain that? 

A. Because I have taken out my first papers 
and declared my intention of becoming an 
American citizen In that declaration I state 
1 relinquish my allegiance to any foreign king 
or potentate, and more especially the King of 
Great Britain und Ireland; and as I have not 
been admitted into the union shop of American 
citizens I cannot, at the present moment, claim 


allegiance to a country I have renounced, nor 
ean I claim allégiance to the United States, in 
the strict sense of the word, until I have become 
an American citizen. 
. Do you propose to thou that out? 
A. I do. I would have been an American 


citizen keng ago if it had not been for the war. 
What had that to do with it? 

A. Well, in the first place, I could not very 
well—when Great Britain was at war I could 
not very well renounce my allegiance te a coun 
try which was at war. It would have been like 
resigning from an organization which was on a 
strike. Technically I was in ithe British service. 

Mr. McCall: Will you fix definitely the date 
of his application for papers. 

Q. When did you make your application? 

A. Directly the war was over. 

By Mr. McCall: 


Q. That is recently after the armistice, you 
mean? 


A. Yes. 

By Mr. Walsh: 

Q. Are you still in British servicet 

A. IT am not discharged. 

Q. Mr. Goodman introduced yesterday some 
excerpts from letters and published statements 
of yours in reference to your views on labor? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So that there may be no doubt upon that 
question I would like to have you give your 
expression of what your views are on that sub- 
ject? 4 

A. My views on the subject of labor are bet- 
ter expressed perhaps, first by an ex-President 
of the United States, Abraham Lincoln, who said 
that labor was the superior of capital and was 
worthy of greater consideration. The second 
person to whom I would refer you as expressing 
my view is the Dncyclical of Pope Leo XIII. The 
next one I would refer to, and which I sub- 
scribe to and believe in, is the principles laid 
down by President Wilson, in which he states 
the right of collective a and organiza- 
tion should not be denied or ridged in any 
way whatever, which is repeated in the Peace 
Treaty, and I thoroly agree, and I might have 
been mixing it, with Mr. Rockefeller, Jr., who 
spoke yesterday on the right of collective bar- 
gaining. 

When did you become a member of the 
White Rats organization 


A. I think in December, 1907, er January, 
Q. Here in this country? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. You discussed yesterday, Mr. Mountford, 
the question of a closed shop and a union shop. 
Let me get on the record your understanding of 
these terms? 

A. Well, «ir, a closed shop is the word nsed 
by the employers for an arrangement in which 
they employ no union men. And it is also used 
by the employers, as a rule those who are 
hostile to organized iabor, to give the opinion to 
the public, just as was done yesterday, that 
what any organization is asking for is a shop 
which is closed to newcomers or closed to any- 
body coming in, For example, if I may— 

Q. I know that, but— 

A. The union shop on the other hand— 

Q. But upon this closed shop proposition is it 
closed to newcomers? 

A. No. 

Q. What is the fact; what is the situation in 
that regard? 

A. Each organization has perfect 


autonomy 
to make 


its own rules and regulations and 


observances, declare as far as it is concerned, 
if I may say, the method by which it shall 
operate. The method by which the White Rats 


Actors’ Union wishes to operate the union shop 
is not a primary demand of hours. Onur demand 
is, first of all, for an arbitration board. But 
there. must be some method of carrying out the 
AMecisions of that arbitration board. It cannot 
be left to the moral sense or good feeling of 
any person against whom a judgment may he 
rendered, therefore there must ve some police 
board to carry out its decisions. We have 
offered—-I have offered, as an official of the 
organization—to Mr. Sackett, the president of 
the Mutual Bank, who was interesting himself 
in bringing the V. M. P. As. and ourselves to 
an acreement—t offered to Mr. Sackett that if 
the V. M. P. A., for itself and for its indi- 
vidual members, put up a bond, say of $50,000, 
that they would carry out the decisions, what- 
ever they might be, of the arbitration board, we 
would do the same, and we would let the union 
shop g0; we would not press the union shop. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick and I made the same offer in 
December, 1916, at the secret conference we had 
with Mr. Pantages in the Knickerbocker Hotel 
in this city, in which he said if they had a 
union shop it wonld ruin his business, because 
if he had a fight with the stage hands we 
would walk out. I told him we were at per- 
fect liberty to make any kind of agreement we 
liked, and if he would settle with us and put 
up a bond to abide by and obey the decisions 
of a public arbitration board, publicly arrived 
at, we would put up a bond and drop the idea 
of the union shop. He then asked why it was 
necessary; could we not take persons’ words? 
And I pointed why; that while. perhaps, Fitz- 
patrick and myself would be willing to take the 
word of the vaudeville managers in this country 
in a case like that, yet the fact remained that 
we could not go to our organization with a 
verbal promise, for the reason that our organi- 
zation had verbal promises with the vanderille 
managers of this country in the year 1901— 

Mr. Goodman: I do not think this is re- 
eponsive to Mr. Walsh’s question. He wanted 
Mr. Monuntford’s views of the closed shop and 
the union shop. 

Mr. Walsh: This is by way of illustration, I 
understand.

A. 1 think that Mr. Albee has changed 
very greatly during the last eix or seven 
years. 1 think that he has changed very 
greatly since he became the owner, or majority 
owner, of the Keith Circuit.

Mr. Albee believes the things he has said and 
published, I think that Mr. Albee stands in x 
very few years of becoming the best hoved and 
best liked man in the vaudeville profession, if

the statements that he has made. And | wes 
very delighted to hear Miss Fitzgerald say 


that Mr. Albee told her it was a shame 
@ disgrace and a crime to take that 

commission from a woman. And in any cass 
it must not be forgotten, Mr. Goodman, and | 
say this publicly, that the attacks which hav 
been made by this organization or by me upon 
Mr. Albee were attacks upon Mr. Albee as the 
head of the system, and he stands as the head 
of that organization and is attacked in thar 
way, similarly as I was attacked because | 
am the head of this organization. I still think 
that there are grave faults, grave abuses in 
the aystem of the United Booking Offices, and 
the system of the vaudeville collection agency 
but I think that is the fault of the machine, 
and, to a greater extent, the fault of seventy. 
five per cent of the men who surround Mr. 
Albee. 

Q. From what you say it would appear as 
that the fanlt in vaudeville was in the United 
Booking Offices, and that these other circuits, 
these small-time circuits, were all that could

in your judgement, operating their business 
along lines peculiar to the methods employe! 
over the Keith and Orpheum circuits? 

A. Not the way the United Booking Office ani 
the Orpheum Circuit are being operated at tle 
present moment. Their methods are far i 
ferior. For example, the new Keith contract 
states that there shall be two shows a day wit! 
an extra show on election night, holidays, New 
Year's Day and Christmas. Now, I object t 
that because the word “‘holidays’’ {¢ not suffi 
clently definite. It looks as if anything could 
be a holiday. Now, then, that phrase bas only 
been put in with that exception in the last 
few years. It used to be in the Keith contract 
“and holiday.’’ Extra shows on holidays, Now. 
then, what follows? The other persons adopt 
that contract. And five weeks ago Mr. Marcus 
Loew has a birthday. He was born, I believe, 
somewhere near Fifth street and Avenue B, 
upon which he built a theater, and be has & 
birthday, and upon the anniversary of his birth- 
day the actors do an extra show. In Seattle, tie 
American fleet comes in and the actors are tol’ 
by the managers that they must do six shows * 
day, and at the end of the week the manager 
tells the actors that this ts a holiday week, be- 
cause it hag been so declared by the Mayor, and 
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“¢ they look at their contracts they have to do 
extra shows on the holidays. 

Q. You know that those things do not occur 
n the houses booking thru the United Booking 


Offices? 


4. Yes, sir.

A. Now, if you go into other circuits, for

How can you have collective bargaining unless 
you bargain for them all? 

Q. And you say that definition which I have 
just read to you is not the definition of a 
closed shop? 

A. Not my definition of a closed shop, no. 

Q. But is it not the definition of a closed 
shop as understood thruout the United States 
by all heads of unions er capital or labor, every- 
body that reads English? 

A. No, sir. If you like, I will send you 
a book on what the closed shop is, consisting 
of about four hundred pages. 

You went to Europe, you wrote to Mr. 
Gompers in a quotation introduced in evidence 
yesterday, that succeeded in entering into an 
agreement with the French, German and Eng- 
lish actors that im the event of trouble in the 
profession in this country no actors would come 
here to these shores? 

A. Yes. 

That wae in furtherance of the union 
. was it not? 

A. No, that was to prevent them coming over 
here as strike-breakers. 

That was to prevént them coming over 
here and getting employment in the theaters 
in the event of a strike of the actors union? 

A. Yes, because they were members of a 
union, too. 

Q. That agreement which you say yqu suc- 
ceeded in entering into in France, Germany 
and England. had nothing to do with collective 
bargaining, did it? 

A. At the World's League of Artists held 
in Paris, there were the representatives of the 
organizations of England, the representatives 
of the organizations of France, the representa- 
tives of the organizations of Germany. I rep- 
resented the the White Rats, and we all entered 
into an agreement, speaking collectively, that 
is, speaking collectively for our organizations, 
that in the event of trouble in one country that 
we would not allow our members to go into 
that country to act ag strike-Dreakers. That 
is collective bargaining. 

How do you reconcile your testimony this 
morning about the union shop with the state- 
ments published by you in The Billboard on page 
17 of May 3, 1919, which was introduced in 
evidence yesterday? 

A. Which statement is that? 

Q. Where you said, ‘‘The ctosed shop is in 
the air. It is a gratifying feeling to us who 
have preached, taught and expounded and above 
all fought for our principles to see them gradual- 
ly being adopted by others.’’ 

. Well, that does not say I am in favor 
of the closed shop, or anything else. It says 
the closed shop is In the air, we are glad our 
principals, and our principles are very well 
known, every other article and every page will 
see the closed shop— 

Q. You say the closed shop is in the air, 
and then go cn, “It is a gratifying feeling 
to us who have preached, taugnt and expounded 
and above all fought for our principles to see 
them gradually being adopted by others."’

Q. Does not that convey the impression to 
anybody reading it that the context means 
that you have fought, taught and expounded 
the closed shop?

$30 and not $30,000. 

At page 151, where Mr. Walsh read from 
Commission's Exhibit Ne. 20, the word ‘‘graft- 
ed’* should be “‘grasped.’’ 

It is ctipulated that all exhibits which have 
been marked for identification and not offered 
in evidence shall be considered as evidence on 
the part of the parties to this proceeding who 
had the same marked for identification.

My Dear Mr. Mountford—My attention hae 
been called to a copy of Variety. of the issue 
of the 4th inst., containing an editorial quoting 
excerpts from the testimeny of James William 
FitzPatrick, given by him in the proceedings of 
the Federal Trade Commission against the V. M. 

. A., et al.. wherein Mr. FitzPatrick makes 
some reference to the disbursement of about 
$12,000 of the strike funds of the White Rats 
Actors’ Union during the strike of the vaudeville 
actors. 

The article is obviously calculated and designed 
to have the readers of Variety draw the very 
indecently, unfair inference that inasmuch as 
Mr. FitzPatrick disbursed about $1.000 of that 
fund, that the other $11,000, which was dis- 
bursed by you or subject to your individual 
check, did not go to the legitimate purposes of 
the organization. No such inference can prop- 
erly be drawn. 


So far as I have been able to judge the strike 
situation, you, Mr. FitzPatrick, and those actors 
who were associated with you, made a brave, 
intelligent, honest and telling fight against an 
organization with millions of dollars, which 
all its wealth and influence against your paltry 
$12,000. The article is clearly intended as a 
club to strike at any lingering life the union 
may still have, to ‘‘scotch’’ what I think is re- 
garded as a serpent attempting to raise its head. 

I did not call you to the stand in the proceed- 


ings despite the many requests that you made — 


of me that you be called, for your testimony 
tending to prove the allegations of the com- 
plaint charging the respondent with unfair 
methods of competition in violation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act would be merely 
cumulative, and_I did not want to submit you 
to cross-examination in reference to the affairs 
of the White Rats Actors’ Union, because the 
Union was not under investigation in the pro- 
ceeding, and because the secrecy of the affairs 
of the Union are, in my judgment, inviolable, 
and not subject to inquiry by anyone not a mem 
ber of the Union. 

However, in view of this covert attack upon 
your integrity, I feel that in fairness to you 
I should inform your professional brethren that 
nothing ever developed in the proceedings of 
the Federal Trade Commission, or out of it, that 
has in any way led me to suspect that you 
have ever received any money of any one that 
was not honestly disbursed. On the contrary 
I think that you carried on the strike with a 
zeal for the welfare of the craft that eliminates 
all thought of dishonest disbursement of funds. 

In view of the fact that the Union asked 
for so little it is incredible to me that the men 
in the management of the vaudeville industry 
should wage, and continue to wage, a warfare 
against reforms which, if adopted, would pro- 
mote the general welfare of the industry, both 
from the standpoint of the manager, as well as 
the actor. Their lack of foresight in this re- 
gard is entirely out of harmony with the ad- 
vanced thought and methods adopted in this age 
by captains of industry everywhere in this coun- 
try. In all ages the favorite weapon of vested 
and intrenched interests has been to disqualify 
the champions of rights and reforms by vilifica- 
tion and misrepresentation. These javelins have 
been hurled at you for years in unusual num- 
bers, and with varying force. You must, indeed, 
bea “Happy Warrior’ to return during all these 
years. btw for blow, and maintain the un- 
embittered poise and equanimity that constitutes 
a first qualification for successful leadership in 
any cause. 

You are at liberty to use this letter in any 
way to reassure the good men and women in 
your profession that your fight has been their 
tight and that it has been carried on with hon- 
esty and by methods becoming a scholar and a 
gentleman.

THE LL C. A. AND EDUCATION 


Mr. Arthur Brisbane’s Editorial on Good Books Dis- 
sected—Why the Lyceum and Chautauqua fs In- 
terested in This Campaign—Are We Developing 
Students, Investigators, Thinkers and Doers 
or Are We Turning Out Human Silos? 


The following is a review of an editorial 
written by Arthur Brisbane. It ought to De 
of special interest to all lyceum and chautauqua 
people for the reason that at our convention re- 
cently held in Chicago there was a resolution 
passed that wus intendel to set the entire 
bycevm and chautauqua to working for the 
schoo] teachers. We are for higher salaries 
for school teachers, but silent when it comes to 
the remuneration that some are receiving in 
our own field. Managers have signed comtracts 
covering last year and next on the basis of 
pre-war conditions. Our young girls are the 
siiferers. The big-burly-bruisers who talk like 
Jark, the glantkillcr, are as silent as the 
grave when the injustices that are being dene 
fo the musicians amd story teMerg are mention- 
ed. Having at one time abclishe! poverty ey 
4 mere resolution that was unanimousty passed 
at Winona Lake we came to this year’s con- 
vention and, yaised all the school teachers’ 
Salaries by a resolution that we passed then 
forgot. , 

Mr. Brisbane is the highest priced editorial 
writer and himself a newspaper manager and 
promoter. Le wrote an editoral that bas been 
featured by The Hearst newspapers, beaded 
“Why We Should Read Good Books.’’ This 
editorial feature story is so admirable in what 
it is purported to do—set people to reading good 
books—tlrat it is with a great deal of hesitancy 
that one experienced in differing with stated 
opinions and prevailing mental] fashion dares 
to point out the fundaimentsal weaknesses of that 
article, but truth compels our protest and we 
hereby raise our opposition to that onward 
march of error, even though it be but an error 
of judgment. 

Mr. Brisbane says: 

“When a man has crossed a swiftly flowing 
6iream he looks back at the rocks that helpe’ 
him across as he stepped from one to 
other. 


“In the rough stream of life, solid books are 
the rocks that holq you up.” 


See the fatal error the brilliant editor makes 
in substituting books for the rocks (experi- 
ences) that helped him across the swiftly 
flowing stream. Read, will you, the great mass 
of German testimony to the fatal folly of read- 
ing good books up until we went to war—these 
books were goed books to us, They read good 
books that made them to be GSupermen; they 
read good books that made the people blind 
followers of a cowardly incompetent dynasty 
hat thought itself in partnership with the 
Almighty.

Mtr. Brisbane seys: 

“If you haven’t read Shakespeare and the 
Bible you cannot know the English language, 
and language is the tool with which your mind 
works in thinking and expressing thought.’’ 

That is a beautiful platitude that is paid 
to effete snobbery and religious prejudice that 
sounds good, but doesn’t mean any more than 
a million other bromidics might mean if used 
fn the same way. 

“If you haven't read and carefully digested 
at least one soun@ book on «astronomy, you 
know orly by hearsay the universe in which 
yon live, the planet on which yon fy thru 
space.”’ 

What difference is there in learning by hear- 
say or readifg the same dope that the same per- 
son has set down in @ book, 

“You can admire power only in its works, 
and it is necessary to know the universe as 
astronomy shows it to you in order to know 
the power that rules the universe.”’

The facts 
are that the deeper the great thinkers have 
delved into these problems the less they really 
know. Bmerson’s reason, stuty and research 
brought him to where he could see nothing 
but an- ever restless And powerful energy—the- 
ologians and editors can sing the praises of 
mother nature in definite terms, some using 
the long meter and some the ghort, and the re- 
sult that heaven is filled with their friends 
and hell is crowded with those who have failed 
to get their ideas of life from the books that 
have been written for them. 


“If you haven't read a sound book on 
psychology you cannot know yourself or how or 
why it is that thru your eyes, ears, mouth, 
nose and the nerves ending at the surface of 
your skin, knowledge of the world enters and 
reaches the thinking machine in your :kull.”

AD oyster on a roe\ 
at the ocean's edge ecannot usefully speculate 
on the size and character of the *ocean,.”’ 

Columbus was of the oyster type and he 
changed all the thinking.of the world. Columbu. 
acted and did things that made the science of 
astronomy a «eback number. He made histery 
a farce, travel a pleasure, théolegy a myth ‘an? 
he did it all because he refused te be a human 
oyster. 

We should be taught to think and reason. 
We shoul¢ be taught to venture out into un- 
known seas, efor it is by so doing that progres 
is made and man advances. The race has gone 
on because men ant] women have forged ahead, 
and it is the ones who have forged anheud that 
have a story to tell worthy of those timid an) 
meek and humble followers who are always 
unable to act for themselves.

The attempt to ridicule Heury Ford because 
he had spent bis life in the shop and bad ne 
read the books that culture requires one shoul? 
read is only a start in that onslaught whic) 
autocracy is making against democracy right 
here in our own *eloved scountry. 

This is dangerously near being a Meep pro 
ducing potion which it is a crime agamst proc 
ress and initiative to administer even in the 
form of a boost for goog books. 


The bankers amp big business men of this coun- 
try are in a war now, The people are of cvurs: 
not able to invest their own money, so W thc 
name of paternal guardianism there {s a cam- 
paign being waged to conserve the people 
money by making it impossible for ‘us to in- 
vest our money except as the inner circle of 
big thieves end gamblers dictate.

Editorial Comment 


ITH the season of 1919 practically 
at an end as far as the outdoor 
show world is concerned, it is evident 
that this has been a record year for this 
branch of the amusement business. 
Not only a record year, but THE record 
year. Never before has there been 
such attendance at fairs, parks, car- 
nivals and circuses, and never has the 
public spent its money so freely and 
lavishly upon amusements as it has 
during the season of 1919. 

At the outset of the season it was 
the general opinion among showmen 
that the amusement game was due for 
a substantial revival. It had been hard 
hit by the war and by the influenza 
epidemic of the fall of 1918, but with 
the assurance of peace it was felt that, 
even tho conditions might remain far 
from normal for many months, there 
would be a strong reaction from the 
seriousness that characterized the 
country during 1918, and that the peo- 
ple would turn to amusement for re- 
lief from the tension under which they

' had been held. 


This feeling was not merely the re- 
sult of that traditional optimism char- 
acteristic of showmen—and particular- 
ly the outdoor showman. It was ap- 
parent to all that there was bound to 
be a reaction, and every showman 
knew that it was up to the amusement 


world to provide a “safety valve” for 
the pent-up emotions of the people. 
But, with all their optimism, ther 
were unprepared for the results that 
followed the opening of the season and 
continued until the close. They had 
underestimated the capacity of the peo- 
ple for entertainment and were 
astounded at the way in which every 
form of amusement was patronized 


HEREVER weather conditions 
“were favorable the amusement 
parks started off with record attend- 
ance, and thruout the season the 
Saturday, Sunday and holiday crowds 
were immense and rides and conces- 
sions did an unprecedented business. 
From the opening of the fair season 
it has been a succession of record- 
breakers for the big and little events. 


Circuses and carnivals, large and 
small, had only to pitch their tents, 
offer entertainment possessing a fair 
degree of merit and play to big busi- 
ness. 

The prosperity which has been en- 
joyed by all branches of the outdoor 
amusement business has been very 
welcome. But it has its dangers, which 
must be zealously guarded against dur-

WHO SMASHED THE LABOR CONFERENCE? 


(New York Sunday Times, October 26) 
H. B. Endicott, who was appointed as a member of the Public Group 


by President Wilson for the Labor Conference, which went to pieces in 


Washington recently, has this to say about the causes which created the 
conference’s finish. Mr. Endicott is the head of the Endicott-Johnson 
Corporation, shoe manufacturers, and one of the best known “open shop” 


employers in the country: 


“Now, I certainly can’t be called a sympathizer with organized labor, 
because during the thirty-five years in which I have been connected with 
my present business (the Endicott-Johnson Corporation) there have not 
been any unions of any kind formed in any of our factories or tanneries, 
and, furthermore, I, with the assistance of Mr. Dennison, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Mr. Sweet, of Colorado, wrote into the principal resolution 
the paragraph which was the very hardest for organized labor to swal- 


low. 


“I mention these facts so that, in making the statement I now make, 


understood as favoring a square deal, no matter whether it is organized 
or unorganized labor, and from the start of this conference to the end 
I saw no signs of a square deal to the so-called ‘underdog’ or the possi- 
bility of bringing it about. I cannot believe that the so-called employers’ 


group were fair representatives of all American employers. 


I cannot 


believe that these were the emiployers thruout this country who recognized 
during the war very strongly the fact that the employees were partners, 
and that without these partners we couldn’t possibly carry on war, or 


that without these partners tan we possibly carry on peace. 


There were 


no signs anywhere that pointed to any such thoughts coming from the 


employers’ group. 


“To be sure, there were rather flowery statements emanating from 
that group, but, according to my judgment, no absolute recognition of the 
rights of any man except the employer, or at least, according to my 
judgment, that is what all their statements. meant when they were closely 


analyzed.”

ing the coming season. There must 
be no slackening in the work of raising 
the standard of attractions—of clean- 
ing up and keeping clean. Vast im- 
provements have been made in the past 
few years and the good work must 
continue. 

During the season just closing the 
tremendous demand for entertainment 
of all sorts was a constant temptation 
to those to whom present gain means 
more than permanent success to re- 
vert to the practices that showmen 
who have the welfare of the business 
at heart are trying to eliminate. But, 
on the whole, the character of 
entertainment and the manner 
in which it was presented proved that 
the better class showman is coming 
into his own, and that those show- 
men who’ were inclined to “lean” a 
trifle are realizing that good, clean en- 
tertainment pays best in the long run. 


EXT year should be ancther suc- 
cessful season for the outdoor 
showman. Many towns that were 
closed were opened in 1919. More will 
be opened in 1920. ; 
The future lies with the showman 
himself.

Now, how 
ever, “Charley's Aunt’’ must take a back seat 
for “Chu Chin Chow,"’ which opened at [lis 
Majesty's Theater, London, on August 31 
1916, has set a new world’s record, having re 
cently celebrated its 1.467th performance 
Londen. And the end is not yet. The pler 
continues to attract something Iike $25,000 week 
ly and shows no sign of languishing. The rea- 
son for the longer runs of successful plays in 
London, as compared with New York runs, ‘s 
due, as has been pointed ont before, to the 
fact that London is more the all-in-all to Enc 
land in a theatrical way than New, York is to 
the United States. There are few Englishmen 
who do not visit London at least once or twice 
& year, while there are millions in the United 
States who have never veen in New York. An 
so it is that American plays, while as a rule 
having a longer life, do not have the oppor- 
tunity for long runs in any one city.

This play is, without the slightest doubt, the worthiest of all this 
season’s New York offerings. No other production of the many that have 
bid for metropolitan approval since July 4 last*is half as deserving of 
wide appreciation and long life as this comedy by Frank Bacon and Free- 
man Tilden 

Itisa sane and temperate but scathing commentary on the ease with 
which perfectly sane persons, especially those of tender years, can be rail- 
roaded to institutions for the insane, a well considered but not less terrific 
arraignment of the lax laws under which they can be Kept in durance for 
years without periodical examination by competent and disinterested 
boards of inquiry, and a fervent plea for the cottage or noninstitutional 
treatment for backward or mentally deficient children. 

“Five O'Clock,” if it survives the damning by faint praise it has re- 
ceived at the hands of most of the New York critics—experts all in the 
appraisal of bedroom farce and never chary of space or encomium when 
there is opportunity to rhapsodize over near-rottenness or expatiate on 
the exact gradation in nuance at which decency ceases and degeneracy 
begins—will do great work in the battle for better regulation of insane 
asylums, especially private or pay institutions. 

If anyone doubts that it is work worth doing let him pause and con- 
sider, ever so briefly, that should he ever be committed to a private in- 
sane asylum his chance of emerging therefrom alive is so meager that 
it is only one eighty-seventh that which a convict has of being released 
from a penitentiary. 

Never once is the comedy preachy. Its entertaining power suffers 
not at all by reason of its dealing with real instead of fancied evil. On the 
contrary its dramatic values are heightened and intensified by the very

These 
prison officials are some fine men. They call me 
the human fiy. I have my rigging here and 
practice. I do an act for the men on holidays.”’

Morse D. Levitt, president of the cireus, 


predicts that the year 1920 will bring about even 
greater advancement proportionately than any 
rear since the inception of the. heavier than air 
machine. He claims that the development of 
the Aerial Posto] Service will be extended over 
the entire continent of the United States and 
even to Central and South America, He points 
ent thet the trip made acposs the Atlante -is 
an indication of what may be expected next 
rear. 

“rhe million dollar contest fund being col- 
lected by the Aero Club of America in co-opera- 
tien with the Aerial League of America, also 
gives an inkling as to what the tremendous 
possibilities cf advancement will be within the 
next twelve months, 

At times, Mr. Levitt, who has heen brought 
np in the shew business speaks in terms of the 
showman. When requerted to state his opinion 
as to how the develapment of avtation would 
affect the outdoor showman, he sid: ‘‘the out- 
door showman has always taken the initiative 
in auything new. He hos always been willing 
to take a chance and gamble on his good judg 
ment. It will not be many years hence, altho 
we may laugh at the sug¢gestian at the present 
time, when the showman will use the quickest 
means of transportation posgible, namely, fhe 
airplane. 

“The showman at one time traveled with his 
long caravan drawn by horses. When the 
railread lines were developed, he was the first 
to utilize this ‘father of progress’ to earry hiv 
‘traveling universe’ fram place to pilace."’ 

The next step which the showman will take 
ae Mr. Levitt sees it. is the use of the motor 
truck. He claims that the showmen cannot be 
dependent upen the fluctuating and ever rising 
cest of railroad trogpertation, hot must contro! 
his own means of movement. ‘This will be dane 
by the operation of a large fleet of motor trucks 
under the direct monagement of the show owner. 

This last statement may seem far fetched. 
bot inasmuch as it 's in line with progress 
and inasmuch as civilization always utilizes 
anything which tends tewards progress, it is 
rensmadle to believe that ultimately, 
peebaliy not in the very near future. we can 
expect showmen to use the airplane for trans 
portation purposes, Even now several pro- 
gressive showmen are using the airplane to 
carry the advance agent from place to place 
because of the novelty and the tremendous 
lucrative results obtained by aertal advertising. 

lowever, at some future gate when larger 
and larger airplanes are deetgned and bufit, we 
will have the showmen using the airplane to 
earry his show thru the air.

CURTIS TESTS NEW PLANES 


Eagle Ejight-Passenger and Oriole 
Three-Passenger Given Tryout 


‘New York, Nov. 1.—In order to demonstrate 
the practicability of the two new commerciaa 
land planes—the Eagle, eight-passenger lame 
plane, and the Oriole, three-passenger sports- 
man’s model—the Curtiss Airplane & Motor Cor- 
poration has sent three of these ships on a 
flight to Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. One is an Eagle, piloted by Bert Acosta; 
an Oriole, equipped with a K-6, 150-h. p. motor. 
piloted by J. G. Ray, and an Oriole equipped 
with an Ox-5, 90-h. p. Motor, piloted by Wil- 
liam H. MeMullen. In Washington the ma- 
chines will give demonstration flights to gov- 
ernment officials and representatives of foreign 
governments. 

The Eagle is the first three-motored land 
Machine built in America. It was publicly 
announced in September, and has been pro. 
Rounced by aeronautical experts as being excep- 
tionally adapted to fill the requirements of 
commercial aviation, both as a passenger-carry- 
ing machine and a freighter. With threeemotors 
insuring safety and with the lowest horse power 
of any plane of its carrying capacity in the 
world, the Eagle embodies the requirements of 
planes to aid in commerce—safety and economy. 
The Eagle, when not used as a passenger plane, 
will carry more than half a ton of freight. It 
has a speed of more than 100 miles per hour. 

The Orioles, first three-passenger planes pro- 
duced in America, are designed for pleasure and 
business. Capable of a speed of 96 miles per 
hour, with two passengers and a pilot, the 
Oriole, equipped with the K-6 motor, is adapted 
to cross-country flying. It is capable of a 
flight of 7.3 hours with a single load of fuel. 


CUBAN-AMERICAN AIR SERVICE — 


Machines of the same type as supplied to the 
Government during the war by the Aeromarine 
Company will be used in the Cuba-Florida 
pasdenger flying service by the Compania 
Cubana Americana de Aviacion, which will soon 
have three of these boats in operation between 
Havana and Key West. 

This was announcement of C. J. Zimmerman, 
of Keyport, N. J., preparatory to his taking 
off for Key West from the factory of the 
Aeromarine Corporation here. His test flights 
were watched by newspaper men and members of 
staffs of scientific journals, who were guests of 
tne president of the company. 


LARGEST AIRSHIP 


In the World Will Be Ready by 
Christmas 


Lomlon, Oct. 30,—The largest airship in the 
world will be completed before Christmas by 
Vickers, Ltd,, and then will be turned over to 
the Admiralty. She will be known as the R-80, 
535 feet long, 70 feet wide and an overall 
height of 85 feet. The lifting power will be 
about 80,000 pounds, with four engines of 240- 
horse power each, and a maximum speed of 65 
miles an hour, with a crew of about 15 men.

They know 
that ‘he public is very much like a child with 
its teys—it soon tires of an attraction unless 
there is something exceptionally appealing in 
it. Of course there are devices that are per- 
ennially popular. It is lucky for the park owner 
that this is so, for without these dependable 
standbys he would be hard put to it to hold 
and increase the park’s patronage. The merry- 
go-round, the various forms of coasters, Hilarity 
Hall—these and a few other devices are popu- 
lar year in and year out, seeming never to lose 
their appeal. Nevertheless the public is not 
satisfied without something new and different 
every year, something that for the moment 
will give it a new interest, just as the child 
turns to a new toy, no iwwatter how miny others 
be may have. 

Variations of the old devices are quite often 
popular for a time, but they soon lose the 
novelty that their changed form gives them and 
their pulling power drops accordingly. 

Real novelty is at a premium. Has the Itmit 
in this line been reached? Must we be content 
with thinly veiled imitations presented under 
new names? Are there no embryonic Fred 
Thompsons who can supply us with some 
really new and fresh ideay in the way of 
amusement devices for parks? 

Possibly there are inventors wlhto have some 
excellent ideas, but do not know how to go 
about presenting them to parties who might 
aid in developing them. The Billboard will 
be glad to furnish such persons the names of 
amusenient device manufacturers, publizh news 
items coneerning new park features, and ‘n 
other ways aid in the development of new ideas 
that wil enhence the drawing power of parks.

If ten 
New York State park managers will write me 
agreeing to the formation of an orgAnization or 
an association for mutual benefit and exchange 
of ideas I will call a meeting for that pur- 


There is no good reason why park managers 
should not be orgenized as well as other lines 
of business or activity. Pach manager plays 
his own game in his own way, he lives in his 
own little world, but isn’t it time we came out 
of our self-centered complacency and strike 
out for co-operstive effcrt? 

With an organization of park managers there 
is a chance of an exchange of ideas, an in- 


terchange of informatian regarding ttere who 
seek concessions. How vften hawe I thought 
that such an organization would be a God-sand 
when a strange concessiopnire asked fer loca- 
tion at our park. How much hetter it would 
have been if I could write to the park from 
which he came mj get a line on him, Per- 
haps, you eay, I would write in any event. 


True, but how many times would I get an an- 
swer? 

I have written several of these letters, qn- 
closing a self-addressed, stamped envelope, but 


never received a reply, Had there been an o® 
ganization of the kind I refer to the answer 
would have been scent me by return matl, Such 
am organimtion would permit the different 
managers to get acquainted. If a concessionaire 
is not on the level with the patrons aml mam 
ager of one park he can locgte in another park 
and pursue his practices until he is umonded. 
This is net only annoying to the manager and 
an imposition on the publ, but it is detrimen- 
tal to the ymrk. 

Another reason why an omtunization is de- 
sirable. In every city there Is a certain class 
of reformers. During the past season these re- 
formers have advocated the closing of outdoor

I would su¢gest that each State have a park 
managers’ association and elect delegates to 
attend a national convention. If we had had 
a national oreunization of park managers long 
ago I do not think the government would have 
placed a war tax on outdoor amusements, The 
war tax hurt business during the past seavon. 
The government hae always advoc ated getting 
the people ont into the open tuto “God's free 
air.”’ bot when the people wanted to ride on 
any of the diferent concessions they were taxed. 

Think of it, -taxing a kidWWe one cent 
ride on 2 merry ao-round? I talked with gev- 
eral of the kiddies during the season and a few 
of them had just ten cents to spend. After 
paying the nickel fer the rV@e and the cent 
for the tax the kiddle wonld only have four 
cents left-——as useful to the kiddie as a fifth 
wheel to a waron, at Jeost so far as the ride 
wag concerned. Pven if we were willing to 
take the kiddies’ four cents for tim second 
concession the government would stfl want the 
second cent. 

I claim the park which has a free “gate” 
should not be taxed, at the gate or at any of 
the concersions, Uf the government is bound 
to collect the tax on parks let them cuflect 
- tax on the gate admissions, providing it be 

a paid park. (This will probably get a . out 
of the managers of the “paid parks.)

Dolly Spurr’s Fine Fight for Sunday Pictures in 
Marion, Ind.—Alone and Unaided She Refuses 
To Be Scared by Jail Threats Uttered by 
the Sabbatarian Fanatics 


The exhibitors of the country must be in- 
térested in the brave fight Dolly Spurr is making 
for Sunday pictures in Marion, Ind. 

Miss Spurr operates three theaters in Marion, 
the Indiana, the Lyric and the Royal-Grand. 
For seven years Miss Spurr has been fighting for 
Sonday pictnres—singlehanded and onaided. Miss 
Spurr is a host in herself, however, and abso- 
jutely fearless. Convinced that she is right 
aml thay she has the snpport of the great ma- 
lority, she has conducted her battle on a plat- 
form of logic, reason and justice. 

The latest phase of thix seven years’ war de- 
reloped on the 12th of last month. On that 
Sunday Miss Spurr kept her theaters open, and, 
to use her on langtage, “got pinched, went 
to headquarters; just detained, they ssid, until 
we promised met to go back and open up again. 
Said if we did we'd go to jail. Not being the 
searable kind. Brother Howard and I tore right 
back, opened up and went to jail for five and 
a half hours, without the opportunity to fur- 
nish bond. All during this time four policemen 
blocked our doors and clubbed one or two who 
attempted to get in. The idea was that if 
they kept the people OUT we couldn’t sell any 
tickets, therefore we wouldn't be arrested. 
But they forgot the BACK door, hence the 
necessity of making the two arrests. We got 
out of jail at 8 p.m., after the Judge of the 
Cirenit Court bad demanded that the Mayor 
(who was supposed to be out of town) be pro- 
4uced and accept bond. By the time we got 
back to the theater there was a howling mob 
of perfectly good citizens, 2,000 strong, raising 
a racket because of what had happened. We 
opened up again. were pinched for the third 
time, gave bond, and by that time everyone 
was worn ont and we quit fer the day. I 
didn’t know what to do next until Friday of 
Inst week. Then a committee of fifteen men, 
representing 550 union machinists, called on 
me and demanded that I open again Sunday. 
My attorners said NO, but as I figured that 
the working men and their families were my 
bread and butter I did as I pleased and opened 
a free show Sunday, without advertising it in 


ndvance. We only used one theater, everrone 
Aonative their services, and the picture was 
donated alse. We played to five capacity houses 
during the day and the police did not molest ns; 
said that no arrests would be made if admission 


was not charged. But I don't know what to 
do NEXT! The people DEMAND that I give 
"em a show every Sunday. They sre so mad 
at the officials for keeping them out the first 
Sunday that there's no stopping things now. 
The majority of the people of Marion WANT 


Sunday shows, and ther have proved! it by the 
demonstrations of the past two Snondays, also 
by petitions sent into the administration. Four 


thonsand post cards have beer given out to the 
patrons, petitioning the administration for clean 
Sunday pictures. 1 claim that this covers the 
majority of families {nm Marion, as there are 
only abont 5.000 families here. 

“I think I gained a big point Sunday by be 
ing aliowed to stay open. even with a free 
show. It strikes mé now that the officials are 
not trying to keep us from keeping people 
away from church, but want to keep us from the 
possibility of MAKING any money on Sunday. 

“It's a sad world when anyone has to stand 
for such PERSECUTION at the hands of a few 
officials, who hold their jobs because the same 
people whe WANT Sunday shows put ‘em in 
office. 

“Anyhow, it’s either WIN or BUST with me.” 

“Very truly yonrs. 
“MISS DOLLY SPURR.” 

Miss Spurr in the meantime opened up a 
Pblicity campaign, which for pen and origi 
malty we have never seen surpassed. She went 
inte the local press, buying generous portions 

of space, in which she set forth her position 


and made her appeal to the good citizens of 
Marion. 

She centered her attack on a local ordinance 
which had been proposed and jntroduced in the 
Common Council of the city of Mar%on. This 
ordinance reads as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common 
Conncil of the city of Mamon that it sball be 
unlawful for any person. firm or corporation to 
give. open, conduct, perferm or exhibit, or to 
aid in any way, participate in giving, opening, 
conducting, performing or exhibiting any the- 
atrical play, exhibition, show, drama or other 
theatrical performance or any vaudeville show 
or entertainment to which the public or any 
class thereof are invited or admitted, within the 
corporate limits of the city of Marion, on Sun- 
day, the first day of the week, or at any time

affected by a strike ordered by the Motion Pic- 
ture Attendants’ Union, which claims that the 
officers of the circuit have not lived up to the 
wage scale agreed upon at a recent conference 
between employers and employees. 

According to Samuel Tullman, counsel for the 
union, four large East Side movie houses were 
affected. They are the Odeon at Rivington and 
Clinton streets, New Clinton on Clinton 
street, the Waco at Rivington and Essex, and 
the Palace at Rivington and Esser. 

The M. & S. Company, which owns twenty 
motion picture houses on the East Side and in 
Brooklyn, made an agreement with its em- 
ployees, according to Mr. Tullman, October 18, 
in which minimum wage, recognition of the 
union, the closed shop and the right of arbi- 
tration were recognized. According to officials 
of Local 19,620. during the last week the com- 
pany discharged a number of it® employees with- 
out reason, and refused to pay certain of its 
employees under the minimum wage scale. 


The wage seale agreed to was $42.50 a week 
for general manager, $25 a week for ushers, 
porters and ticket choppers, $30 a week for 
special officers, and $18 and $15 for cashiers. 

Following the calling of the strike pickets 
were placed in front of the theaters and some 
disorder followed in the crowds which sur- 
tonnded the movie houses. Eight pickets were 
arrested, who gave their names as Abe Gold- 
man, Louis Cohen, Philip Schwartz, Isidore 
Helrus, Herbert Schneider, Abe Newberg, Harles 
Wagnes and Charles Ringler.

Sam 8S. and Lee Shnbert, Inc. Arthur M. Loew 
is secretary to the Board of Directors. 

The transfer of control will in no way affect 
the operation of the Loew theaters.

GIVE US THE BENEFIT OF YOUR

Bear in mind that “Broken Blossom* 
violates what has come to be regarde’ 
as a sacred rule in the dramati 
school of kinematography. Not onl) 
was there no happy ending, but it was 
tragic from the first moment until in 
rapid succession the three principal 
characters had died shocking and vio- 
lent deaths. Old exhibitors shook their 
heads in doubt and despair. What con- 
clusion can we draw from the succés* 
of a deep tragedy like “Broken Blos- 
soms?” Are the péople ready to ac- 
cept a tragic ending when the matter is 
handled by a genius like Griffith?

NEW FILM RELEASES OF THE U. 
S. DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 
CULTURE 
Has Issued 500 Feet Per Week This 
Year and Has Thirty-Four Projects 
Now in Preparation—Of Inter- 
est to City Folks as Well 
as Farmers 


That the work of Uncle Sam's Department 
of Agriculture deals with subjects of vital and 
absorbing interest to the city dweller and to 
the urban lover of the out-of-doors, as well as 
to the farmer and the stock raiser, and that this 
department of the Government is one of the 
biggest producers of educational pictures in the 
country, have beth been made evident by the 
long and varied list of its film releases just 
issued, This list announces the productions of 
the current year, and shows a nine-month season 
of production of 206 feet of new film per week. 
Among the releases are several ope, two and 
three-reel films, showing the scenic and recre- 
ational attractions and the wild game on the 
nation’s playground, the National Forests, which 
are under the control of the Department of 
Agriculture; the habits and depredations of the 
prairie dogs in the Southwest, and the work of 
the Biological Survey in eradicating this fasci- 
nating, but destructive, little robber; the great 
story of wheat in the bonanza farming rec‘ons 
of the Pacific Northwest, and the work which 
the city men and boys, women and girls did 
toward increasing the food supply during the 
war by working their backyard gardens and 
volunteering for work on the farm. The method 
of applying in the future the skill acquired in 
these pursuits during the war is also shown. All 
told, 35,000 feet of new negative has been com- 
pleted, bringing the total number of available 
subjects to fifty-six

In disewssing plans for the @fstribution of 
these lms Don CarlqgE!lis, in charge of Motion 
Acthulties of the Department of Agri- 
culture, says: “The demand for our films from 
cities -as well as rorkd districts is overwhelming 
and Is comptely berond the distrihating ea- 
pacity of the dbpartment to meet. The ‘public 
is constantly demanding more and more of truly 
edneational subjects. The day fs -near at hand 
when such subjects will no longer be considered 
as fillers and as subsidiary to dramatic features. 
It ix signMicant of the changing attitude of 
the public that the soldiers returning from 
abroad and detained in camp prior to discharge 
are demanding a larger proportion of educa- 


riotore 


tional shows put on for their benefit. That 
such is the case has been stated by men in 
charge of the film exhibitions at several of the 
army camps near our National Capital. The 
films or the Department of Agriculture are 
proving particularly popular at the camps among 
boys from the cities even more than among 
those from the farms. The work of the De- 
partment of Agriculture covers a much wider 
range of activities than its name first suggests. 
It includes investigations regarding the food 
we eat, the insects which eat us and our 
clothes, as well as those attacking plants and 
animals; the rodents which knaw thru _ the 
floors of our city dwellings as well as those 
which destroy the farmers’ crops, and the wild 
animal and bird life of the country; and it 
controls our National Forests, where the bulk 
of the scenery, big game and opportunities for 
recreation on a large scale are to be found. 
These and many other fascinating subjects are 
being collected in the film library which the 
department is building up,

Provided, that the terms and 
provisions of this section shall incInde all the- 
atrieal plays, exhibitions, shows, dramas and 
all other theatrical performances produced or 
exhibited by means of pictures, or motion pic- 
tures, as well as such as are produced or ex- 
hibited by actors and performers actually pres- 
ent, . 

“Section 2. Any person, firm or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of Section One 
(1) of this ordinance shall be fined in any 
sum not less than twenty-five dollars, nor more 
than three hundred dollars, to which may be 
added imprisonment in the county jail not ex- 
ceeding six months, 

“Section 3. The City Clerk shall cause this 
ordinance to be published once each week for 
two consecutive weeks in some newspaper of 
general circulation printed in the city of Marien, 
and the same shall be in full foree and effect 
from and after such publication.”

Filmed Amid Thrills 


Taking close-up motion pictures of experi- 
mental explosions 80 unexpectedly violent that 
they knocked down spectators standing at 
supposedly safe distances, and practically wreck- 
ing the steel and conerete structure especially 
designed to withetand blasts of this sort, was 
the recent experience of a photographer sent 
py the United States Department of Agriculture 
to assist in preparing films for use in a cam- 
paign against grain-dust explosions. This cam- 
paign is being promoted by the department in 
cooperation with the United States Grain Cor- 
poration, The pictures taken at such unusual 
hazard were staged at a station near Pittsburg 
and maintained by the Bureau of Mines for 
the purpose of making mine-explosion investi- 
gations. The plant was placed at the disposal 
of the grain-dust investigators by the Bureau 
of Mines, 

Nothing so violent and destructive as the 
detonations which occurred during the recent 
demonstration wae looked for by the engineers 
present, who frequently had set off charges in 
the same plant im connection with study of 
mine explosions, The experiments offered over- 
whelming evidence of the terrific force of blasts 
due to flour and starch dust, and enabled those 
witnessing them to appreciate more vividly than 
ever before the penalty that often is exacted for 
carelessness in allowing dust to accumulate in 
plants. 

Special apparatus was used by the investigat- 
ors to register the relative violence of the 
different explosions. While additional research 
will be necessary to give the data their fullest 
scientific value, the results of these fret trials 
showed that the dusts used produced explosions 
far more violent than was anticipated. 

CYLINDER USED FOR DEMONSTRATION 

The <pecial program devoted to work against 
graindust explosions, in which the films are 
to be featured, is being arranged for in principal 
elties of the country, They illustrate, more 
graphically than lectures or statistics do, the 
need of taking thoro precantions against grain 


dust in elevators and other grain-handling 
plants 

The apparetus used as a setting for the movie 
views, the raking of which tInvelved so much us- 
expected adventure, consists of a eteel cylinder 
or gallery, 225 feet in length, set above ground, 
which serves as a counterpart of a mine gallery. 


In the upper surface of the cylinder, at stated 
intervals, are ports, some of which are provided 
with lids. The progress of an explosion from 
one end of the cylinder to the other can be 
detected by jets of smoke and flame that burst 
one after another of these vents. The motion 
pictures secured show this interesting phe- 
somenon clearly. Shelves arranged laterally 
inside the tube were sprinkled with four for one 
of the demonstrations, and with a starch dust 
for another. 

One end of the cylinder is open, while the 
other is closed, except for a small aperture 
against which the month of a specially de 
signed go-called ‘‘cannon’? is placed. This 
was used to start the explosion, the setting 
off of a small charge of gunpowder throwing the 
dust Into suspension and igniting It. 

As a preliminary test the engineers In charge 
exploded coal dust, which made a detonation 
that seemed violent, indeed, to the novice, but 
was not considered unusnal by the experts 
Present. After the cylinder had been cleaned 
and “‘loaded’’ with flour dust, such as is too 
prevalent im carelessly operated mills, this 
second charge was set off. The blast was far 
more violent than the ome preceding it and 
Startled the engineers. However, it wae mild 
compared with the third and last explosion,

flour dust, 

During each of the experiments the motion 
picture operator was housed in a portable tele- 
phone booth brought to the scene to serve as a 
shelter and placed with the solid board side 
of the booth turned toward the mouth of the 
cylinder. This ehelter was set less than 100 
feet from the cylinder, and just enough to one 
side to be out of the direct line of the blast. 
A bole was cut in the wall of the booth, thru 
which the camera was trained on- the scene of 
the explosion, 

TURNED CRANK WHILE BLINDED 

During each of the first two blasts the operator 
was somewhat shaken by the detonation, but the 
shocks were relatively light and their effects 
little more than temporary. With the setting 
off of the starch charge, however, the earth 
seemed to tremble, the booth rocked on its 
foundation, and reports received later showed 
thag houses two and three miles away were 
shaken. The concussion shattered the glase in 
the walls of the telephone booth. The operator 
Was temporarily blinded and almost stunned, 
but his long training in his profession kept 
him turning the crank of his camera, even 
as it swayed to and fro in its shelter. All 
of this upheayal took but an instant of time. 
Climbing out from the broken booth the operator 
looked about and found that some of the en- 
gineers, who had stood at a considerable dis- 
tance to witness the test, had been thrown to 
the ground. As seon as they recovered their 
senses and equilibrium they ran to the tele- 
phone booth, fearing that the operator had been 
killed. 

While no one received serious injuries, the 
experiment was one which no one is anxious to 
go thro a second time. Examination of the 
Bureau of Mines’ equipment showed that the 
concrete foundations had been shattered by the 
violence of the blast, and part of the shelves 
within had been blown out and reduced to 
kindling, while the target or deflecting screen, 
which stood some distance from the open mouth 
of the cylinder, had been partly torn from its 
deeply laid foundations. Motion picture men 
state that in the whole history of the industry 
few movie views of this sort have been taken 
under such hazardous circumstances. 


WHY ANY HALFTONE AD CUTS 
FOR MOVIES? 


By FRANK H. WILLIAMS 


Many men engaged in the exhibition end of 
the motion picture business have within the 
past few months noticed with considerable 
approval that many of the larger makers of 
films and larger distribution companies are 
entirely eliminating halftone cuts from their 
ready-made ads and are substituting therefor 
line drawings that have pep, tell a story and 
that really help a theater advertise its wares. 

In view of the great superiority of line draw- 
ings over halftones for newspaper advertise- 
ments—and what movie theater still contends 
that half tones are superior?—the question 
arises, why continue issuing halftones when 
so many of the larger, progressive theaters no 
longer care for then, and when the other illus- 
trations show up so much better and get so 
much better results? 

Is it because many producers fail to see that 
distinct advances have been made in the ad- 
vertising of pictures as well as in their manu 
facture? 

Of course. {t must be admitted that those 
concerns which still cet out the old-style stuff 
are now becoming fewer every day. But still 
there are enough distributors left who ship out 
for advertising purposes halftones smeared 
across with the name of the actor and the 
picture to make exhibitors wonder if an office 
doy had prepared the ready-made ads or whether 
they were simply wished together by a man 
who never had any advertising or exhibitor ex- 
perience. 

It ie a rather strange thing that real, pro- 
gressive, up-to-the-minute co-operation between 
distributér and exhibitor in this matter of 
newspaper advertising material has been one of 
the last things to come in the movie business. 
Right from the start of the game, almost, there 
have been press sheeta and electros and mats 
free to the exhibitors or available at nominal 
prices, but the electros have been poor and the 
mats, in most cases, have been poorer, and 
when these electros and mats were used for 
newspaper work the result was a smudge of 
ink that locked like a mistake in the composing 
room. Time and again and yet again exhibitors 
have howled for advertising material. 
and the only result was a bigger supply of 
balftone electros and mats. Then, suddenly, 
distributors woke up to the fact that it was 
all to their own advantage to have theaters 
advertise pictures largely and with brains, So 
distributors put some brains into the making 
of their ready-made ads, with the result seen 


better 


to such splendid effect in so many newspapers 
nowadays, 

Halftone cuts in advertising—any advertis- 
ing—seem to be almost a thing of the past, 
except in some movie advertising. Big national 
advertisers have found that line drawings print 
better, show up better and attraet more at- 
tention. They attract more attention because 
they are different from the illustrations appear- 
ing in the news columns of the papers. The 
newspapers nowadays buy halftone illustrations 
from syndicates that make a epecialty of get- 
ting out matrices which will reproduce perfectly, 
and they spend a lot of money in doing this. 
Consequently the halftones in the news columns 
of paperz almost invariably look a thousand 
per cent better than the halftones in ads— 
particularly movie ads. The reason for this 
is, as has been said, that newspaper syndicates 
spend a lot of money getting out halftone mats 
that will print well, while movie concerns buy 
their halftone electros and mats just as cheaply 
as possible. 

As has been saif, the halftone drawing in an 
advertisement is different from the rest of the 
paper. Also a good artist can put more snap 
and life and pep into a line drawing from a 
newspaper than can ever—except in exceptional 
cases—be conveyed thru the means of a halftone 
made from a posed movie ‘‘still."’ Consequently 
line drawings have the punch. 

Furthermore with line drawings it is possible 
to do things that can never possibly be done 
with halftone cuts., Halftone cuta for news- 
paper work must be square or oblong, or some- 
thing like that. Only in rare instances will they 
print perfectly if silhouetted. As a result of 
this they have a bulkiness, a solidity and 
sameness which makes it nearly impossible to 
get up a very attractive or different looking ad- 
vertisement. With line drawings, on the other 
hand, the artist can work in decorative effects, 
ean bend the drawing to suit the text, and do 
a thousand and one things to help make the ad 
attractive, readaMe and money-getting. 

It is very interesting to note that those com 
panies which seem to be the most progressive 
in getting out bigger and better pictures all the 
time also, almost without exception, are keen- 
ly alert to the benefits to themselves and to the 
theaters of putting over the best possible news- 
paper advertising by the use of line cuts in the 
ade instead of the oldtime, unsatisfactory, 
blotchy, depressing-looking halftones. In fact, 
it might almost be said that if you want to find 
out which movie companies are alertly alive 
and which are not so alive look at the ready- 
made ad services they put out. Any exhibitor 
of today can tell at a glance which ready-made 
ads were framed by some individual unac- 
quainted with advertising or the exhibitor end 
of his business and which were framed by a 
real advertising man who knows and can fully 
appreciate the exhibitor’s viewpoint.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

With Norma Talmage in a good part, with a 
generous quota of thrills and excitement, there 
is no doubt this picture will furnish acceptable 
entertainment for the many, tho it runs twelve 
minutes over an hour. To the judicious and dis- 
eriminating the picture will not make such a 
@ strong appeal. It is full of timeworn dust- 
covered melodramatic props, whieh even the 
great cleverness of John Emerson and Anita 
Loos cannot make attractive.

Were it not for the palatial settings, includ- 
ing marble mansions, grand stairways, mahogany 
furnished libraries and artistic boudoirs, this 
picture would descend to the ordinary wild and 
desperate drama of intrigue and crime. The 
story reeks with coldblooded avaricousness, 
showing nothing but greed and its terrible con- 
sequence. Many unpleasant death scenes—about 
three—happen with too much realism to be en- 
tertaining, and tho the story is sequential with 
something doing all the time it is not of an 
agreeable sort.

STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A millionaire steel mill owner places little 
value on love or women and tells his adopted 
son of his peculiar standards. Later meeting a 
beautiful girl—daughter of a former partner— 
he proposes marriage. She refuses, but her 
father being in financial difficulties she consents 
on condition she will be a wife in name only, 
but the husband must pay her father’s creditors. 
Meeting the son after the wedding the young 
people fall in love and the aged husband b*- 
comes insanely jealous, demanding his conjugal 
rights. A stormy scene ensues, with the wife 
deciding to leave home. Planning an open 
affront the millionaire gives astag party, forc- 
ing his bride to appear at table and ‘brutally 
toasting her as his chattel—bought and paid 
for. The son attempts to etrike him, when 
he suddenly dies. Later the young couple 
marry. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This is a disagreeable story, its theme be- 
ing illogical and farfetched, with distorted views 
of life that fail to convince. It places the 
hero in a despicable light—that of an ingrate 
to the man who had been his foster parent. 
The millionaire was not old and decrepit, but 
in the prime of middle life and deserving of a 
loving wife with fidelity unquestioned, That 
the son should wish to usurp his place did not 
add to the sympathetic attraction of the char- 
acter. On the contrary a feeling of pity is 
felt for the man who must perforce purchase a 
bride and then be cheated of his rights. One 
felt only contempt for the heroine who sold 
herself for money and then refused te pay the 
debt. 

Also it is so unnatural to see a mother ready 
to sacrifice her daughter, or a strong, healthy 
father urge his child to carry his burdens, that 
the entire idea is faulty and without human 
appeal, 

The presentation is lavish, the mill ecenes 
being of an unusual character—the camera work 
being exceptionally good. But the Selznick 
picture did not measure up to its predecessor, 
“The Perfect Lover,” affording Mr. O’Brien 
little opportunity for an attractive impersona- 
tion.
